Another Author ſeems to be of the den 
Opinion when he tells us; It muſt be ac- 
knowledged to have been the Senſe of many 
Churchmen, that the Lenity and Coldneſs of 
Archbiſhop Abbot had a very unhappy Influ- 
ence on the Peace and Honour of the Church 
of England: His immediate Predeceſſor Ban- 
croft had Experience to underſtand the Con- 
fication of the Church, and had Courage to 


aſſert the Diſcipline of it; and had he been 


ſucceeded by Biſhop Andrews or Biſhop O- 
veral, or ſome other active Inſtrument of De- 
cency and Order, this Church had perhaps 
ſtood the 1 f of the SN and the 
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Envy of Rome. But, by the bold Importu- 
nity of the Earl of Dunbar, the prime Scotch 
Favourite, Dr. Abbot was firſt preferr'd to 
Lichfield and Coventry, then ſoon to Lon- 
don, and ſo to Canterbury. A private Ma- 
ſter of a College, heavy and moroſe, and lit- 
tle elſe to make him ſeem wiſe and grave.

that the moſt furiouſly. For the ſtrict Ob- 
« ſervation of the Diſcipline of the Church, 
or the Conformity to the Articles or Canons 
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« eſtabliſhed, he made little Enquiry, | and 
« took leſs cate; and having himſelf made a 
« yery little Progreſs i in ancient and ſolid Stu- 
« dy of Divinity, he adhered only to the 
ce Doctrine of Calvin, and for his ſake did not 
think ſo ill of the Diſcipline as he ought ti to 
© have done. 

For theſe Infirmities, this piclate never 
made a juſt Figure in the Church, and had 
but very little Intereſt in the Court.

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a8 little for it, as his Nature; which having 


been moſt in the Univerſity, and among, 


Books and Scholars, where oft canvaſſing Af- 
fairs, that are agitated in that Province, and 


prevailing in it, rather gave him wrong than 


right Meaſures of a Court. He was generally 
acknowledged a good Scholar, and throughly 
vers'd in Eccleſiaſtical Learning. He was a 
Zealot in his Heart both againſt Popery and 
Presbytery; but a great Aſſerter of Church- 

Authority inſtituted by Chriſt and his Apo- 
ſtles, and as primitively practiſed; which 
notwithſtanding he really and freely acknow- 
ledged ſubject unto the ſecular Authority. 
And therefore he carefully endeayour'd to 


preſerve the Juriſdiction, which the Church 


anciently exercis d, before the ſecular Autho- 
rity. own'd her; at leaſt ſo much thereof, as 
the Law of this our Realm had applied to out 
Circumſtances ; which our common Lawyers 


daily ſtruck at; and through Prohibitions and 


other Appeals every Day leſſened; and this bred 
an Unkindneſs to him in many of the long 
Robe, however ſome of them were very care- 
ful of the Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction. 

He was a Man of great Modeſty in his own 


Perſon and Habit, and of Regularity and De- 


votion in his Family: And as he was very 
* to his Clergy, ſo he was very careful ro

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make them modeſt: in theit Attire, and very. 


diligent in their Studies, in faithfully diſpenſing 
God's Word, reverently reading the Prayers, 
and adminiſtring the Sacraments, and in pre- 


ſerving their Churches in Cleanlineſs, and with 
plain and fitting Ornaments, that ſo void of 


Superſtition, God's Houſe in this Age, where 
every Man better'd his own, might not lie a- 


lone neglected; and accordingly he ſet upon 


that great Work of St. Paul's Church, which 
his Diligence perſected in a great meaſure; 
and his Maſter's Piety made magnificent that 
moſt noble Structure by a Portico But not 
long afrer the carved Work thereof was bro- 
ken down with Axes and Hammers, and the 
whole ſacred Edifice made not only a Den of 
Thieves, but a Stable of unclean Beaſts; from 
which Contamination Providence ſome few: 
— [afterwards] cleanſed it by Fire. 

He prevented likewiſe a very private and 
clandeſtine Deſign of introducing Noncon- 
formiſts into too too many Churches; for 


that Society of Men (that they might have 


Teachers to pleaſe their itching Ears) had a 


Deſign to buy in all the Lay-Impropriations 
which the Pariſh Churches in Henry the 


Eightb's time were robb'd of, and lodging the 


Advowſons and Preſentations in their own 
F . to have introduced Men, who would 


938 have 
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have introduced Doctrines ſuitable to their 
Dependencies, which the Court already felt 
too / much the ſmart of, by being forc'd to ad- 
mit the Preſentations of the Lay- Patrons, who 
too often, diſpoſe their Benefices to Men, ra- 
ther ſuitable to their own Opinions, than the 
Articles and Canons of the Church. All this 


bred him more and more Envy. 


But finding Providence had led him into 


Authority, he very really and ſtrongly op- 
poſed both Popery and Presbytery. He was 
ſenſible how the firſt by Additions had per- 


verted the Purity of Religion, and turned it 


into a Policy; bur reſolving not to conteſt 


Rome's Truths, tho' he ſpared not her Errors, 
both Papiſt and Presbyter, with all their Lay- 
Party, were well contented that it might be 
believed he was popiſhly affected. And be- 
ing conſcious likewiſe how Presbytery, or 

the Calviniſtical Reformation, which many 


here, and more in Scotland, affected, by Sub- 


ſtraction, and Novel Interpretation, had for- 


ſaken the good old ways of the Primitive 
Church, and was become dangerous to Mo- 
narchy, he ſet himſelf againſt this, as well as 


that; but both their Weights cruſh'd him. 
The Evidence which he gave of his Zeal 
againſt Popery, is manifeſted by as Icarned 
and as judicious aBook, (and ſo acknowledged 
L 2 . 
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even by his Adverfaties) as ever was written 
on that Subject by any Man ſince the Refor- 
mation, and is fo efteem'd by alf abroad, as 
well as at home: Which Book was fo well 


. digeſted by his great Maſter's Royal Heart 


and Hand, (for Biſhop Andrews, Laud, and 
Hooker were this Prince's three great Authors) 
that if that Epitome, which his Majeſty made 
thereof, (and which my Author profeſſes to 
have ſeen under his own Hand) might be 
communicated, it might be look'd upon as 
attother EIKQN BASTAIKH. 

And this good Biſhop, like his Maſter, 
maintain d it as well with his Blood, as his 
Ink; for when he was murder'd and martyr'd 

upon the Scaffold, (no time for Diſſimulation) 
he died with this Profeſſion. 

And he who looks upon him thro' thoſe 
Canons, which in Synod paſſed in his time, 
will find him a true Aſſertor of Religion, Roy- 
— and Property; and that his grand De. 
ſign was no other, than that of our fitſt Re- 
formation; which was, that our Church might 


ſtand upon ſuch a Foot of Primitive and Ec- 


cleſiaſtical Authority, as ſuited with God's 
Word, and the beſt Interpreters of it, ſound 
Reafon, and Primitive Practice.

Upon this Occaſion (lays the Author now 
before me) I am not to forget the Jubilec, 
which the Sacrifice of this great Prelate caus'd 
among them at Nome; it being my hap to 
be in that City, and in Company of divers 
of our Engliſh Fathers (as they call them) 
and Clergy of that Church, when the News 
of his Suffering, and the Sermon he made up- 
on the Scaffold, arrived there; which I well 
remember they read and commented upon with 
exceeding Satisfaction and Contempt, as of 
one talen off, who was an Enemy to them, 
and ſtood in their way; whilſt one of the 
moſt capital Crimes imputed to him here, was

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E E Order of Biſhops being voted 
down, and Confuſion and Rebellion 
daily gaining the Aſcendant both in 
Church and State, to the total Overthrow of 
both; Epiſcopacy now lay dormant, till the 
happy Reſtoration of Monarchy in the State 
made way for the re-inſtating the Mitre to its 
ancient Dignity' in the Church. Ar which 
time, viz. An. 1660. we find but nine Bi- 
ſhops ſurviving the Perſecution they had ſo 
lately undergone; namely, William Fuxon 
Biſhop of London, William Pierce Biſhop of

WILLIAM JUXON, 


This moſt Reverend Prelate was born at 
Chicheſter in Suſſex, educated firſt at Mer» 
chant Taylor's School London, and afterwards 
in St. 70hn's College in Oxford, of which he 
became Fellow in 1598. LL.B. in 1603. be- 
ing about that time a Student in GHS Jun 
ia Holborn. 

Soon after he took Orders, and in the lat- 
ter end of 1609. was made Vicar of the Church 
of St. Giles in the North Suburb of Oxford, 
where he was much admir'd for his excellent 
and plain way of Preaching; which tho' it 
was with great Strength of Conviction, yet 
was at the {ame time with a moſt genuine 
and native Simplicity. 

© He was alſo ſome time Rector of Somer- 
ton in Oxfordſhire, where in the Eaſt Win- 
dow of the Chancel is his Coat of Arms.

Miniſtry) this fitted him the more for ſecular 
and State- Affairs. His Temper and Prudence 
wrought fo upon all Men, that tho' he had 
the two moſt invidious Characters both in 
the Eccleſiaſtical and Civil State, one of a Bi- 
- ſhop, the other of a Lord-Treafurer ; - yer 
neither drew Envy on him; tho' the Humour 
of the Times tended to brand all great Men 
in Employment. In the Vear 1635. this good 
and judicious Man had the white Staff put in- 
to his Hand: And tho he found the Reve- 
nue low and much anticipated; yet withal 
meeting with times peaceable and regular, and 
his Maſter inclin'd to be frugal, he held up 
the Dignity and Honour of his Majeſty's 
Houſnold, and the Splendor of the Court,

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Contracts; fo as there were as few Diſſatis- 
factions in his time, as perchance in any; and 
yer he clear d off the Anticipations on the Re- 
venue, and ſer his Maſter beforehand. The 
Choice of this good Man ſhew'd how remote 
it was from this King's Intentions, to be ei- 
ther Tyrannical or Arbitrary; for ſo well he 
demean'd himſelf thrò' his whole ſeven Years 
Employment, that neither as Biſhop or Trea- 
ſurer, came there any one Accuſation againſt 
him in that laſt Parliament 1640. whoſe Ears 
were open d, nay itching after ſuch Complaints. 
Nay even after the King's being driven from 
London, he remain'd at his Houſe, belonging 
to his Biſhoprick, in Fulham, and ſometimes 
was viſited by ſome of the Grandees, and found 
Reſpect from all, and yet walked ſteadily in 
his old Paths. And he retain'd fo: much of 
his Maſter's Favour, that when the King was 
admitted to any Treaty with the two Houſes 
Commiſſioners, he always commanded his 
Attendance on him; for he ever valued his 
Advice. I remember (ſays my Author) that 
the King, being buſy in diſpatching ſome Let- 
ters with his own Pen, commanded me to 
wait on the Biſhop, and to bring him back 
his Opinion in a certain Affair: I humbly 
pray'd his Majeſty, that I might rather bring 
kum with me, leſt I ſhould not expreſs his 
| Majeſty's 
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Majeſty's Senſe fully, nor bring back his ſo 
fignificantly, as he meant it; and becauſe 
there might be need for him farther to ex- 
plain himſelf, and left he ſhould not ſpeak 
freely to me. To which the King reply'd, 
Go, as J bid you, if he will ſpeak freely to 
any body, he will ſpeak freely to you : This 
(the King ſaid) I will ſay of him, I never 
got his Opinion freely in my Life, but when 
F had it, I was ever the better for it. This 
Character of ſo judicious a Prince I could nor 
omit, becaule it carried in it the reaſon of 
that Confidence which called him ro be his 
Majeſty's Confeſſor before his Death, and to be 
his Attendant on the Scaffold at his Death; ſo as 
all Perſons concurring thus about this good Pre- 
late, we may modeſty, He was an eminent 
Man. |

of the Ceremonies obſerv'd at the Funeral of 
Archbiſhop Jaxon, communicated by my 
very good Friend Richard Rawlinſon LL.

Canopy of Velvet, and all rayled in with 


a Rayl Navel-high, with diſtance left be- 


tween it and the Walls, except the upper 


end. 


All this being ſoared; the Body was

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or two drawn by 6 Horſes a piece, where- 
in were the Mourners and other Perſons 
that came to attend the Corps, whereof 
Sir Edward Walker Garter King at Arms 
was one, 4 more Heraulds who all if not 


prevented by Rain would have rode in 


their Coates before the Corps up the Street. 


After they were come up to the School 
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Gate, all the Boxes that contain'd the 
Streamers, Scutcheons, and other Matters 
belonging to his Body were brought in, 
then after that the Body by 6 Men, attend- 
ed with the 3 Stewards of his Family with 
Staffes before him, and his Nephew Sir 
Will. Juxon, and Sir Will. Walter and 
his Son, with diyers others behind, and fo 
layd the Corps on the Place appointed: And 
when that was done, they deſired all Scholars 
and others to depart the Divinity School. 
After they were gone, they ordered the Bu- 
ſineſs about his Body thus: 1. They cover-

80 * This if Reverend Prelate was 1 at 
Jowerby in the Pariſh of Halifax in the 
County of 7oxrk, either the latter end of Sep- 
tember or beginning of October 1630. and 
baptiz d in the Church of Halifax Oct. 3. 
His firſt Education and Impreſſions were a- 
mong thoſe who were then calFd Puritans, 
but of the beſt fort; yet even before his 
Mind was open'd to clearer Thoughts, he felt 
ſomewhat within him that diſpoſed him to 
larger Notions -and a better Temper.

But the good Man's Moderation was not 
of that Allay as to allow him to be prevail'd 
upon to take the Oath of + which 
put him once more [the firſt time being in 
King Edward the Sixth's Days] under the 
Misfortune of Deprivation ; upon which he 
retir'd to his own Seat at Cobham in Surrey, 
where he ſpent his old Age in a ſtudious and

the King's Licenſe or Knowledge; which 
Practices being related to Biſhop Ferrar, he, 
ſoon aſter his coming to that See, iſſued out 
his Commiſſion to his Chancellor to viſit the 
Chapter; but the Commiſſion being drawn 
up amiſs by the Chancellor, to whom the Bi- 
ſhop left the forming it, and the King's Su- 
premacy not ſufficiently acknowledged there- 
in, tho' he profeſs'd to viſit in the King's 
Name, and by his Authority; theſe two, 
with others, took Advantage of the Miſtakes 
in the Commiſſion, not only in diſobey ing it, 
but in accuſing the poor Biſhop of a Præmu- 
nire, for which he was conſtrain'd to go 
down from London (whither they had before 
brought him up) to anſwer at the Aſſizes at 
Caermarthen; and when by reaſon of the 
Moleſtations they gave him, and their detain- 
ing him in London, he could not be exact in

Biſhop Pilling 
ton of Durham ſeems to have complain'd of 
this Archbiſhop's Management in his Province 
of 7ork to Archbiſhop Parker, as that = 
had not vifited the Dioceſe of the Biſhop of 
Cheſter, who had compounded with him 
for it.

This moſt Reverend Prelate was born in 
the Town of Furneſe Fells in Lancaſhire,

ther's Name was Margaret Daughter of John 
Dixon of London) and the Place of his Birth 
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was probably the reaſon that determin'd him 
to St. Jobn's College in Cambridge, there be- 
ing a Fellowſhip and two Scholarſhips found- 
ed in that College by Dr. Fell, and appro 

priated to ſuch as were naturally born in Br 
neſe Fells aforeſaid. The exact time of his 
Admiſſion appears not, but he took his De- 
grees of Bachelor of Arts An.

puted an excellent Preacher, and a Man well ö 
Skill'd in the original Languages) was one of

cond Book of K inge, and the firſt and ſecond 
of Chronicles. 

In the Year 1570. the See of London be- 
ing vacant by the Tranſlation of Edmund 
Grindal to the Archbiſhoprick of 7ork, Dr. 
Sendys Bithop of Worceſter was removed to 
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there] and his Father a Juſtice of the Peace, and 
An. 1563. when Jandys's Life and Innocency 
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the faid Dioceſe, he being in his Nature a 
ſtirring and ſtout Man, a Promoter of the 
Queen's Eccleſiaſtical Commands: One chat 


had been a Biſhop a great while, and ſo ac- 


quainted with the practical part of the OE 
fice: One, who in former times had re- 
ſided often in London, and was ſtill very dear 
to and beloved by the Citizens. Theſe 
things among others conſider'd, the Queen 
pitched upon him as the propereſt Man to be 
Biſhop of London, laying aſide all others in 
Nomination. The Secretary forthwith in the 
Month of April diſpatched a Letter to him 
ro come up, ſignifying withal the Queen's 


Pleaſure. But he, on the other hand, was 


extremely loth, upon many Accounts, to ſtir 
from Worceſter ; knowing well what a trou- 
bleſome Office it would be to be chief Paſtor 
here; as alſo no doubt it ſomewhat ſway'd 
with him, the new Charges of Fees and 
Fruits. | 

This made him fend his private Letters to 
the Secretary, ſhewing his great Unwilling- 
neſs, and earneſtly entreating him to uſe his 
Intereſt to get him excuſed, and to propound 
ſome other Perſon to the Queen. He urged 
his great Inabilities for ſo eminent a Place, 
declining it upon the account of his Wants in 
Mind, and Infirmities in Body. And more 

. Letters 
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28 Archliſbaps of VOR K. 
Letters ſtill did he write to Court to get 
himſelf off; for he was altogether unwilling 
to take the Place upon him. But the Secre- 


tary at laſt grew angry with him, ſending him 


word by his Chancellor, that the Queen had, 
in her ſpecial Favour pitched upon him above 
all others, and that her Majeſty miſliked to 
alter her Determination. He was alſo ſundry 
ways informed of the Clamours in London 
againſt him for his Refuſal, and how that Peo- 
ple with an univerſal Conſent had deſired him. 
So that in Concluſion, partly fearing the 
Clouds of the Queen's, and the Court's Dil- 
pleaſure, and partly touched in Conſcience, 
he wrote to the Secretary, that if none other 
were reſolved upon, he did ſubmit, and would 


accept the Office; looking upon this Deter- : 


mination of the Prince and Council, and the 
Deſire of the Dioceſe, to be a Calling, which 
in his Conſcience he ought to obey and com- 
ply with. This, he ſaid, touched his Con- 
ſcience very near, the Calling of the Prince 
and Privy- Council, the Calling and Conſent 
of the whole People, and his private Friends 
earneſtly requiring the ſame, had moved him 
to think this Calling was of God. 

: Wee he was elected to the faid 


37 s Faſti Eccl. Ang]. p. 180. 
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See of London une 2. 1570. had the Royal 
Aſſent July 1. the Temporalities reſtored the 
13, and was inthronized the 20 of the ſame 
Month. 
The firſt memorable Action of his af-

April 3. he was preſent at the 
opening of the Convocation in St. Paul's Ca- 
thedral, and one who ſigned the Canons then 
made. 

* In the ſame Year he was order'd by the 
Queen to aſliſt the Archbiſhop of Canterbury 
in the Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſion both againſt 
Papiſts and Puritans; and was one of the 
Commiſſioners who ſigned a Letter to all 
Church-wardens concerning the Puritan Mini- 
ſters dated at Lambeth June 7. 13. Elis. 
which may be ſeen at length in the Appendix 
to Strype's Parker, p. 101. 

Anu. 1572. he was ſubſtituted by the Arch- 
biſhop, who was then ill, to preſide in Con- 
vocation in his ſtead. 

* An. 1573. April 23. he, being in the 
Chamber of Preſence, ſpoke to the Lord Trea- 
ſurer and the Earl of Leiceſter, that Order 
might be taken for repreſſing thoſe ſlanderous 
and infamous Libels againſt the Eccleſiaſtical 
State; for the Biſhops being ſo diſcredited, 
ſhould, he ſaid, never be able to ſerve to the 
Good of the Church. This probably occa- 
ſioned a Proclamation to be publiſhed againſt 


the Puritan Writings and Practices dated June 


11. 1573.

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ln the ſame Year he was one of the Bi- 
ſhops who uſed to meet frequently at Lam. 
beth to conſult for the Good of the Church; 
and for the Regulation of Diſorders and 
falſe Doctrines, he judged a National Coun- 
cil would greatly conduce, and he often moy- 
ed it to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury. 
An. 1573. about Autumn good Biſhop an- 
dys met with ſomewhat that made fo cloſe an 
Aſſault upon his Credit and Eſtimation, that 
it ſenſibly touched him. He had acted ſome- 
what diligently this Summer againſt the Pu- 
ritans, according to the Queen's Command; 
and their Principles he vigorouſly oppoſed, 
which made them much dilpleafed with him. 
Therefore many Invectives were writ againſt 
him; and particularly, a Book was now 
printed, which as it made Reflections upon 
the Eccleſiaſtical State; ſo it laid foul Aſper- 
ſions upon him (but very falſe) to the blot- 
ting of his good Name, and the endangering 
of his'Credir and Reputation in his Miniſtry ; 
which gave him great Trouble and Diſquiet. 
And whatſoever he did, it was watched; all 
his Doings were ſearched out, ſifted and miſcon- 
ſtrued, as he complain'd to the Lord Treaſurer, 
and that he had Spies upon him e tie where. 
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he adviſed who the Printer was, and who his 
Aiders and Abettors. He ſhewed himſelf ve- 
ry defirous to have his Innocency cleared ; 
and that theſe Slanderers (whom he knew) 
might not be brought before the Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Commiſſion, for that would look as though 
he were Judge in his own Cauſe; but before 
the temporal Magiſtrate, the Council, or the 
Star-Chamber. Urging that the Matter be- 
ing merely Temporal, it was fitteſt for tem- 
poral Men to deal in; and that it was not 
convenient that Men of his Calling ſhould 
deal with Matters of Conſpiracy. And that 
if the Printer of that ſeditious Book was 
moſt juſtly to be corrected, the Defender of 
the Errors contain'd therein was not worthy 
to find Favour. For this he carneſtly requeſt- 
ed the Lord-Treaſurer; and his Suit, he ſaid 
ſeem' d fo reaſonable, that he truſted his Lord- 
* would eaſily grant it. For I only ſeek, 
as he proceeded, that my Miniſtry may 
« be profitable to the Church of CHhriſt. I 
* can in Conſcience no longer ſerve than I 
% may do good. If you think my Service 


« neceſſary, I truſt that you will be a mean 
** to preſerve my Credit with the People, 
« which is already ſo much touched, not by 


my Deſert, but through the ſlanderons 
Speech 
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fo Speech of the evil-minded.” This was writ 
September 19. and ten Days before this, was 
the Biſhop ſoliciting the Treaſurer tor the ſame 
Juſtice. For having wiped of this Calumni- 


ation, whatever it were, to that Lord's full 
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Satisfaction, he beſeeched him to have ſo much 
Reſpect to his Honeſty, as to call the Party 
to Tryal, that the Impudency of the one, 
and the Innocency of the other, might ap- 
pear. * Theſe new Maſters, added he, are

may not to put up this great Wrong, but 
clear my ſelf of it for my Office ſake, and 
burden the Teller wich this impudent Un- 
truth.

In the ſame Year Feb. 10. Edwyn Biſhop 
of London appears as Preſident of the Con- 
yocation by virtue of Letters to him dated 
Feb. 8. from the Dean and Chapter of Can- 
terbury Keeper of the Spiritualities, the See 
of Canterbury being then void. 

On the 15" of the ſame Month he was 
the firſt named in the Queen's Commiſſion 
for the Tranſlation of Edmund Crindal from 
the Archiepiſcopal See of Torł to that of Can- 
terbury, and was allo prefent the next Day 
when Archbiſhop Grindal broke his Seal of

It has been already mentioned what pains 


his Enemies took to defame him both in Print 
and otherwiſe ; but ſoon after his becoming

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Archdiſhop of Tor ſuch a prodigious Scene 


of Malice and Revenge was contrived againſt i 


him, as has been rarely heard of upon fo 
flight a Provocation, and I think my ſel! 
obliged to repeat the whole Story, firſt, be. 
cauſe what hitherto has appeared in Print 


ſeems told rather againſt him than for him; 
and, ſecondly, becauſe I have been lately fa 
voured with an Opportunity to do right to 
the Biſhop, who, by what follows, will bel 
found ſufficiently to acquit himſelf from that 


Calumny. 


Let us firſt then hear the Story as related 
by Sir John Harrington. About 25 Years

*© lip Sidney) no Superiour in England; for 
which Reaſons the Archbiſhop of all his 
Neighbours and Countrymen, did make a

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ſpeciall Account of him. About the Year 
1583. alſo he was High Sherifte of 707 k- 


« ſhire, and met the Judges with ſevenſcore 
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Men in ſuitable Liveries, and being at this 
time likewiſe a Widdower, he wooced and 
won, and wedded ſoon after, one of the 
beſt reputed Widows in the Welt of Eg. 
land. In this Felicity he failed with ful! 
Sails, but ſomewhat too high, and no leſſe 
the Archbiſhop in like Proſperity of Wealth, 
and Friends and Children, yet ſecming a- 
bove all, to joy in the Friendſhip of this 
Knight, who anſwered in all good Corrct- - 
pondence, not only of outward Comp!e- 
ment, but inward Comfort: Theſe two o 
friendly Neighbours and Conſorts ſwimming 
in this Calm of Content, at laſt hapned to 
fall foul one on another by this Occaſion. 
The Knight in his great good Fortunes, 


having as great Deſigns, among other things, 


had laid the Foundation of a fair Houle, 
or rather Palace, the Model whereof he had 
brought out of 1taly, which Houle he in- 
rended to name Srapleton's Stay; and for 
that Cauſe invited the Archbiſhop in good 
Kindneſs to ſee it, and requeſted him for 
the more Credit, and as it were, Bleſſing to 
the Houſe, that his Grace would give it 
the foreſaid Name. But when the Arch- 
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{, biſhop had fully beheld it, and in his Judg. 
„ ment found it fitter for a Lord Treafurcr 
of England, than for a Knight of Tork- 
*+* ſhire, he ſaid to him, Would you have me 
call this intended Houſe $:apleton's Stay? 
++ Nay rather let me ſay to you, Stay Sia. 
*« pleton; for if you go forward to ſet up 
„this Houſe, it will pull you down. This 
++ Speech of my Lord's, intended friendly, ut- 
*« tercd faithfully, and applied even fatherly 
«© unto him, he took in ſo deep Diſdain and 
** .Deſpite, that howſoever he ſmothered it 
for the preſent, from that time forward he 
ſought a mean to revenge it. And wanting 
neither Wit to deviſe, nor Courage to exc- 
cute his Deſign, he found out, or ar leaſt 
he ſuppoſed he had found a Stratagem not 
only to wreak this Scorn on the good Bi- 
+ ſhop that miſtruſted nothing, but alſo. to 
„ make the old Man's Purſe pay for the fi- 
+ niſhing of the new Houſe. He acquaints 
% him with an Officer in my Lord's Houſe, 
« {ome Malecontent that had been denied a 
** Leaſe. Theſe two deviſe, that when my 
„Lord ſhould lie next at Doncaſter, where 
** the Hoſtels of the Houle having been (for- 
«« merly I ſuppoſe) Miſtriſs Sands Maid, was

++ Cawdle to the Bed's fide, (for in Charity

Smock; mine Hoaſt muſt ſodainly be jea- 


lous, and ſwear that he holds his Reputa- 
tion, though he be but a poor Man, more 
dear then that he can endure ſuch an In- 
** dignity; and thereupon calls Sir No- 
bert Stapleton, brings him to the Biſhop's 


Chamber in his Nightgown, takes them in 


Bed together with no ſmall Exclamation, 
++ The Knight that acted his Part with moſt 
Art, and leaſt Suſpicion, takes great pains 
to pacify the Hoſt, conjures all that were 
admitted to Secreſy and Silence, and ſend- 
ing all to their Lodgings without Tumult, 
asketh of my Lord, How this came to 
„ paſſe. The Biſhop tells him with a great 
« Proteſtation, that he was betray'd by his 
% Man and his Hoſt, little ſuſpecting the 
** Knight to be of the Quorum. The Knight 
e ſoothes him in all he ſaid, condoles the 
great Miſchance, is forrowful for the Dan- 
** ger, and careful for the Honour of the Bi- 
*« ſhop, and ſpecially the Church. The di- 
A „ tre d Archbiſhop, diſtruſting no Fraud in 
C4 f him, 
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10 him, asketh his Advice in this Diſaſter, and 
14 following his Counſel from time to time 
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gives the Hoaſt a piece of Money, the 
falſe Officer a Farm, and the Knight for 
his Travail in this Matter many friendly 
Recompences. But when he found aſter 


all this ſmoothing and ſoothing, that he 
grew ſo bold at laſt to preſſe him beyond 


all good manner, for the good Mannour of 
Southwell [we ſhall hear more of this 
Matter by and by] then he found that in 
ſooth all was not well, and was even com- 
pell'd too late, to that he might much ber- 
ter have done much ſooner, vg. to com- 
plain to the Lords of the Council, and to 
his ancient and dear Friend the Earl of Lei- 
ceſter, (for whoſe Father he had almoſt loſt 


his Life) by whoſe help, he got them call'd 


to the Star- Chamber Ore tenus, where they 
were for this Conſpiracy convicted, fined, 
and impriſoned. The Fame, or rather the 
Infamy of this Matter, ſpecially before 
their Conviction, was far and diverſſy 


ſpread, according as the Reporters favour- 


ed or disfavoured either; and the Friends 


of each ſide had learned their Tale ſo per- 


fect, that many long time aſter held the 
firſt Impreſſion they had received, not- 


Withſtanding the Cenſure and Sentence in 
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ce the Star- Chamber; part whereof being, 


that the Knight ſhould publickly acknow- 
edge how he had ſlandered the Archbiſhop, 
« which he did in Words conceived to that 

«« purpole accordingly ; yet his Friends gave 
out, that all the while he carried a long 
« Whetſtone hanging out at the Pocket of 


bis Sleeve, fo conſpicuous, as Men under- 


« ſtood his Meaning was to give himſelf 
the Lye, which he would not in an- 


other Matter have taken of any Man. 


But thus the Biſhop had a Conqueſt which 
he had no great Comfort of, and lived but 
few Years after it; and the Knight had a 


ed with, and lived to have part of his Fine

indirect Dealing: How I have laboured in

Juriſdiction viſited in mine own Perſon, and 
once by Authority of the High Commiſſion 
with the Earl of Huntingdon and others, and 
alſo kept Houſe amongſt them at ſundry times 
and at ſome one time by four Months toge- 
ther in mine own Houſe there. The Rent 
reſerved in this new conceived Leaſe for the 
Mannor of Scrooby, with its Members, is 
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forty Pounds by Year, and yet the annual 
Renr thereof to the Biſhop is one hundred 


and ſeventy Pounds by Year ; but this is a 


ſmall Loſs to that which followeth. I 
am compelled by Law. to repair two fair 
Houſes ſtanding upon theſe two Mannors, 


whither I reſort for my Lodging at ſuch times 
as I come thither for your Majeſties Ser- 


vice,; by this Leaſe, if it ſhould paſs, I am 
excluded out of both; I am reſtrain'd by 
your Majeſties ſpecial Letters to fell or 
give away any Timber Trees, which your 
Highneſs count no Biſhop hath better ob- 
ſeryed then I; this Leaſe granteth liberty to 
cut down and fell all Woods, Underwoods, 
and all Trees. There pertain to theſe two 
Mannors as Members thereof 32 Towns, and 
as it is thought 1000 Tenants, poor Copy- 
holders for the moſt part, which have en- 
joy'd great Liberties and Cuſtomes : All theſe 
by this Leaſe may be racked, and, as the Pro- 
phet ſaith, the Sin pulled off their Backs; 

the Cry whereof would found in your Maje- 
ſties Eares to your great Diſcontent. The 
Mannor of Southwell hath belonging unto it 
three Parks well furniſhed with Deer ; by 
virtue of this Leaſe they may all be diſpark- 
ed and turned to greater Gain. In this Leaſe 
be all R granted, which thing within 
an the 
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the ſpace of 20 Yeares aud leſs will make the 
annual Rent of theſe two Mannors above 
ro by Year, if the Land be racked, as 
now a- days amongſt Men is commonly uſed. 
The Woods now growing are eſteem'd worth 
oO. fo that the great Abatement of the 
annual Rent before · mentioned, the want of 
the Houſes, the cutting down of all the 
Woods, the great Liberties and Royalties 
pertaining to theſe two Mannors, the great 
Benefit of theſe R with Perquiſits in 
Courts, Felons, and Deodans Goods, with all 
other Commodities belonging to theſe two 
Mannors and their Members, would within 
the Compaſs of this Leaſe, if it ſhould be 
granted, be a Lols unto the See of Zork LXX 
thouſand Pounds at the leaſt; Too much, 
moſt gracious Sovereign, too much to pull 
from a poor Biſhoprick inferiour to many o- 


thers in Revenue, but ſuperiout in Charge 


and Countcnance. The Lord forbid that I 
ſhauld ever yeild to ſo great Inconveniences, 
ox conſent to the Ruine and Spoile of this 
poor Biſhoprick, which in Conſcience I ſhould 
help and not hurt; aud it would in time be 
ehronicled by the Papiſts to the Slander of 
the Goſpel and my perpetual Infamy. Thus 
much known to your Majeſty, I do aſſure 
my ſelf, (ach is the great care that your 
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Highneſs hath for the Preſervation of the Pa- 


trimony of the Church) that you will not 


miſlike, but rather think me unworthy to live 
if 1 nould conſent to fo great an Evil, O 
gracious Sovereign, let me have the Continu- 


ance of your gracious Favour, and ſuſſer me 


to live while Llive (for my Dayes will be ſhort) 
wich a cleare Conſcience towards God, and fend 
not my grey Head to the Grave with Sorrow. 
For as L acknowledge my felfe moſt bound unto 
you Highneſs, ſo is there no Subject that beareth 
to your Majeſty a more faithful, true and du- 
tifull Heart then I doe. And that it may 
appear to your Majeſty that 1 feck not my 
ſelfe, but the Good of the Church, I ſhall 
molt gladly give all the Subſtance that I have 
as it thall pleaſe you to appoint ; as alla to 
refign up the whole Intereſt that I have in 
this Biſhoprick ro your Majeſties Hands to 
diſpoſe of, ar elſe what thing ſoever lieth in 
me to doe which with a good Conſcience 
towards God 1 may, that ſhall be ever moſt 
ready to your Majeſties Command. Thus with 
my moſt hearty Prayer to God for your Majeſties 
good and long Preſervation, I moſt bumbly rake 
my leave this 24 Day of November 1582 
Tour Majeſties 
moſt humble and faithful Subiect, 
E. Ebor. 
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n A ſew Yeats afterwards, his London Houſe 
alſo was earveſtly endeavoured to be gotten 
from him. Which he told his great Friend 
at Court, the Lord Treaſurer, (to whom he 
made his Complaint) was unreaſonably requeſt- 
ed of him. Which he could not, as he ſaid, 
in Conſcience yield to, and that he remained 
refolute. - And then made this melancholy 
Contemplation upon it ; ** Theſe be marvail- 
lous Times. The Patrimony of the Church 
is laid open as a Prey unto all the World: 
The Miniſters of the Word, the Meſſengers 
of Chriſt, are become Contemptibiles omni 


* populo, and are eſteem'd tanquam excre- 
© menta mundi. This was foreſhewed, Sc. 
our times perform. It might be feared 
„ God hath ſome great Work in hand, for 
this Ignominy done unto himſelf.” This 
was written in June 1588. prophetically (one 
might · almoſt venture to ſay) before his Death, 
his Diſſolution happening the next Month, 
(and the next after, the formidable Spaniſh 
and Italian Fleets coming upon our Coaſts, 
with Vows againſt the Church and State of 


Ruin and Deſolation.) And this Trouble to 


this Day is commonly ſaid to have been the 


Cauſe of My Death. 
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. 1587. he was one of the Commiſſioners 
in the Star- Chamber appointed to try Mr. Se- 
cretary Daviſon for the Queen of Scots 
Death. The Archbiſhop of York reaſon'd 
Theologically concerning his Diſobedience 
proceeding from the Blindneſs of his Under- 
ſtanding and Corruption of his Mind. Compl. 
Hiſt. of Engl. vol. 2. p. 536, 538. 

He died at his Mannor of Southwell Fuly 
10. 1588. and was buried in the Collegiate 
Church there, where, on the North Corner 
of the Choir, there was erected for him a 
raiſed Monument; on which appears the Fi- 
gure of an old Man, lying along, with a Book 
in his Hand, with a great many Effigies of 
his Children kneeling on the ſide thereof.

P In an Author now before me we are told 
that this Archbiſhop lies buried in Hawke/- 


head Church in Lancaſhire, among his An- 


ceſtors, and has in Honour of him in the 
North Ile (appropriated to his Family) a no- 
ble Tomb with ſeveral Inſcriptions which he 
gives us at length; but it is neceſſary to ob- 
ſerve, that the Inſcriptions are the ſame word 
for word (excepting a few typographical Er- 
rors) with thoſe before-mention'd in South. 
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well; fo that the Reader has this Choice in ' 
which to believe the Cadaver lies; for my 
own part, I rather imagine Sout hell. 
By the ſame Author we are told that the 
Archbiſhop was a good Benefactor to the ſaid : 


Pariſh of Hawhkeſhead, and founded in that 
Town a free School, by Letters Patents from 
Queen El:zabeth dated 10. Apr. Regni 27. 
1584. and compiled ſeveral Statutes for its 
Government, and Prayers for the uſe of the 
Schoolmaſter and Scholars dated 1. Apr. zo. 
Eliz. 1587. the firſt Maſter was put in by 
the Founder, and his Son Samuel, during his 
Life, was to have the ſame Privilege, and 
afterwards to devolve on his Governors, or 
their Succeſſors, and the Choice to be ap- 
proved by the Biſhop of Cheſter, for the time 
being. But the Fabrick of this School fail- 
ing through length of time, and other Acci- 
dents, it was rebuilt, with the Addition of a 
ſmall Library by Mr. Daniel Rawlinſon, Ci- 
tizen and Vintner of London, as appears by ; 
the following Inſcription on a Marble Tablet |

South Henxſey near to Abendon in 
and within a ſhort Mile of Oxford Þ was e- 
ducated in Grammar Learning in the free 
School joining to Magdalen College. 
He had his Academical Education in Mag- 
dalen College, where he commenced Bachelor 
of Arts July _. 1545. and admitted perpe- 
tual Fellow there 7zuly 25. 1546. Soon after, 
upon an Invitation, he was elected into the 
Number of the Senior Students of Chrz/t's 
Church, which Place he being unwilling to 
take, had liberty granted to him, that if he

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like a true ſpiritual Father indeed, no leſs learn · 
edly than zealouſly, laying before him the En- 
ormity of ſuch a Cuſtom, did earneſtly dehort 
him from it, affirming to him, that though 
every particular Exceſs in that kind did not 
reach to a Habit, or Height of mortal Sin, 
as one Act of Adultery, Murder or falſe Wit. 
neſs doth; yet if it ſhould grow to a Habit, 
it were not only an ugly Scandal in that Pro- 


irſelf with it. Behold a comfortable Exam- 
ple, how where Nature is weak, Grace cam 
ſtrengthen ir.

Fol. 57. [of Fuller's tenth Book] I am cre- 
dibly informed from a good Hand, how in 
the Days of King James, a Scotchman, and 
a prevalent Courtier, had ſwallowed up the 
V hole Biſhoprick of Durham, had not this 
ArchbiſhoplBancroft ſeaſonably interpoſed 
bis Power with the King, and daſhed the De- 
ſign. “ Credible though the Information were, 
yet it was not true; there being no ſuch pre- 
yalent Courtier, nor no ſuch Deſign. Tis 
true, the. Stomach of the Scots were ſharp 
ſer, ſtill crying, Give, give, but never ſatis- 
ted; King James as bountiful and open- 
handed towards them, as they could deſire. 
But neither were they ſo impudent as to crave, 
nor the King ſo impotent as to give a whole 
Biſhoprick at once, eſpecially ſo rich a Bi- 
ſhoprick as this. of Durbam. But the Truth 
is, that George Hume Earl of Dunbar Lord 
Treaſurer of Scotland, and highly favoured 
* the King, haying procured a Grant of all 

the 
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che batable Grounds, as they then called them, 
upon the Borders of both Kingdoms, began to 
caſt his Eye upon Norham-Caſtièe and the 
Lands about it, belonging to the See of Dur- 


ham, conceiving it a fir Place to command 


the reſt. But being a well principled Man, 
and a great Miniſter of that King's, in re- 
ſtoring the Epiſcopal Government to the 
Church of Scotland, he acquainted Biſhop 
Bancroft with his Deſires; who knowing 
what great Uſe might be made of him for the 
Good of this Church, and being ſure enough 
of the Conſent of Dr. Matthew, then Biſhop 
of Durham, he thus ordered the Buſineſs. 


Whereas the Revenue of Norham-Caſtle, and 
the Lands adjoining, were valued at one hun- 
dred twenty Pounds per Annum in the Biſhop's 
Rental, it was agreed that the Earl ſhould 
procure of the King an Abatement of ſixſcore 


Pounds yearly ont of the annual Penſion of a 
thouſand Pounds. which had been laid upon 


that Biſhoprick by Queen Eligabeth, Cin the 
time of Biſhop Piltington] as before is ſaid: 
Secondly, that he ſhould obtain from the 
King for the ſaid Dr. Matthew, and his Suc- 
ceſſors, a Reſtitution of his Houſe in the 


Strand called Durham- Houſe, with the Gar- 


dens, Stables, and Tenements thereto apper- 


taining, \ which had been alienated from that 
Biſhoprick 
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1to Archbiſhops of York. _ 
Biſhoptick ever ſivce the diſſolying of it by 
King Edward the Sixth. Thirdly, that in 
Conſideration hereof Biſhop Matthew ſhould 
make a Grant of Norham-Caſtle, and the 
Country adjoining, in Fee-farm to the King, 


by him immediately to be conyey'd to the 


Earl of Dunbar. And fourthly, that his own 
Turn being thus ferv'd, the faid Earl ſhould 
join with Biſhop Bancroft, and his Friends, 
for obtaining from the King an Act of Parlia- 
ment, + whereby both he and his Succeſſors 
ſhould be made uncapable of any the like 
Grants and Alienations for the time to come; 
which as it was the beſt Market that ever 
Toby Matthew was at, ſo was it the beſt Bar- 
gain which was ever driven for the Church of 
England; ſo far from ſwallowing up that 
Biſhoprick, that it was the only means to ſave 
that, and preſerve the reſt. 

Browne Willis Eſq; in his Netitia Par- 
liamentaria, vol. 2. P- 523. lays, the City of 
Durham was govern'd by an Alderman and 
twelve Burgeſſes till the time of Biſhop Mat- 
thew, who changed the Name of Alderman 
into that of Mayor, and of Purgedſes into that

Stone, as ſacrilegious Hands may not rend 
off the one, without breaking the other.

What Preferment he had given him by 
Queen Elzzabeth we cannot learn, but preach- 
ing before her Majeſty when he lived with 
the old Lord Burleigb, ſhe was much taken 
with him, enquired who he was, what Pre- 
ferment he had, and ordered the ſaid Lord to 
put her in mind to promote him. 

His firſt Living we can give any Account 
of was the Vicarage of Cheſthunt in Hertford- 
ſhire, which he enjoy'd till about 1609. and 
it was probably at his Inſtigation, [but this 
is my own private Conjecture J. L.] that the 
Lady Mildred Burleigh gave twenty Groats 
to be paid on the firſt Sunday in every Month 
to twenty poor Widows of this Pariſh, alſo 
40s. a Year to be paid to ten [quzre twelve] 
poor Widows, on every Zeſter-Day by 3s. 4d. 
apiece. Alſo ſhe gave the Loan of 26 Marks 
to ſix poor Tradeſmen of this Pariſh, newly 
{et up, for three Years gratis, and after them 


to ſix other young Tradeſmen. See Chaun- 


cey's Antiquities of Hertfordſpire, p. 304. 

What other Preferments or Dignities he 
had my Author is not able to inform, but

Firſt has the following Remark upon him un-

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der the Year 1620. — Speaking of the King's 
ſmiling at a Satyrical Sermon preach'd before 
him by one of his own Chaplains, at Green- 
wich, chiefly pointed againſt the Lord-Trea- 
ſurer Cranfield, he thus proceeds r 
ſeems Neil, the Biſhop of Lincoln, was not 
by him then; for when any Man preached 
that had the Renown of Piety (unwilling 
the King ſhould hear him) he would in the 
Sermon time entertain the King with a mer- 
% ry Tale (that I may give it no worſe Ti- 
«« tle) which the King would after laugh at, 
and tell thoſe near him, he could not hear 
the Preacher for the old B. Biſhop : We mult 
confeſs this Relation ſmells too rank, but it 
«© was too true, and hope the modeſt Reader 
will excuſe it (we having had divers Ham- 
*« merings and Conflicts within us to leave it 
out) ſeeing it proceeds not from any Ran- 
cour of Spirit againſt the Prelacy, but to 
« vindicare God's Juſtice to Poſterity, (who

Our Biſhop in a [MS.] Defence of himſelf. 


in Parliament againſt the Charge of Popery, 
Arminianiſm, procuring of four Pardons, Sc. 


ſays of himſelf; —That he was born and bap- 


tized the ſame Year our Articles were made, 
VIS. 1562. that he had preached frequently 
in the Houſes of the Lord William Burghley, 


and his Son Rob. Cecill. When he commenc'd 


Doctor he maintain'd theſe two Queſtions, 
Auricularis Confeſſio Papiſtica non nititur 
verbo Dei. Anime Piorum erant in Celo, 
ante Chriſti Aſcenſum, againſt ſome ſuſpected 


Opinions then on foot, Sc. By Command- 


ment of King James he printed in Engliſh 


and Latin the Conference that he had with 
the Archbiſhop of Hpalato, after he had diſ- 
cover'd his Intention to return to Rome. He 
moved King James, at his taking the Com- 
munion a few Days before his Death, to make 
a Profeſſion of his Faith, the Faith of the 
Church of England. Whilſt Biſhop of Dur- 


ham he brought many to Conformity. He 


ſpared. not any that refuſed the Oath of Alle- 
giance, but put many into the Præmunire 
tor refuſing it. Another time he cauſed all 
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the Miniſters, Church-Wardens, Sc. to pre- 
ſent all Recuſants, Sc. As to the Commu- 


nion Table of Stone, ſet up at Durham, it 


was ſet up by the Dean, without his Privity, 
but he did not think it a Matter worth ven- 


_ turing a Jar upon removing it. 


As to the Queſtions (of Armiuiaui ſin as af. 
ter ſtyled) he never meddled with them but 
once, when Dr. Baro at Cambridge being 
queſtion'd by ſome of the Heads, wrote a Dit- 
courſe to his [Dr. Neils] Maſter, the Lord 
Burghley Chancellor, to juſtify himſelf; which 
Diſcourſe he read, and finding him of Opi- 
nion, that God did elect propter previſam 
fidem, he wrote about a Sheet, and main- 
tain'd, that, Qui deſtinavit finem, diſponit de 
omnibus mediis ad finem conducentibus, and 
that Faith, Gc. were Eyectus, not Cauſe E- 
lectionis, Oc. 

As to the Pardons, two of them he owns 
to have had a hand in, the other two, vag. 
the Biſhop of Chicheſter's, and Doctor Main- 


Waringe, were never {cnt to him, nor did he 


know who got his Majeſty's Hand to them; 
but owns that he ſhould have been con- 
ſenting. | 

As to ſtanding at the Gloria Patri, Sc. 
though there be no publick Conſtitution en- 
Joining it, yet he held it a Duty well becom- 


ing 


* 
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ing all Chriſtians; and in ſome particular 
Churches, as at Wells, it is by their local 
Statutes required. 

* An. 1631. he was again tranſlated to the 
Archbiſhoprick of 7ork, (the only Inſtance I 
have yet met with of one Man's paſſing through 
ſix Biſhopricks) to which he was elected Feb. 
28. confirm'd March 19. and inthronized by 
Proxy Apr. 16. 1632. 

Here he fat upwards of nine Years, and 
had the good Fortune to live in peaceable 
happy Times, and to be taken hence juſt be- 
fore the beginning of the Times of Rebellion 
and Villainy. 

He departed this Life in the Manſion-houſe 
belonging to the Prebend of Srz//ngron with- 
in the Cloſe of the Church of Zo Oct. 31. 
1640. the time as remarkable as that of his 
Birth, vg. on the Eve of the Feaſt of All. 
ſaints before the beginning of thar Parliament 
which took away Biſhops, the Common- 
Prayer, and Monarchy, and ſet forth a new 
Confeſſion of Faith, a Directory with a Cor- 
rection of the 39 Articles, and ended in an 
Extirpation of Monarchy, ang a Scttlement 
by way of Confuſion. 
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He was buried in the Chapel of A///aznts 

at the Eaſt End of his own bea, but 
without Monument. 

I ſhall conclude my Account of him with 
his Character as deliver'd by Mr. Echard, who, 
I ſuppoſe, took it from Mr. Anthony Wood. 

He by his Merits had paſſed through all 


the Degrees and Orders of the Church of 


England, having been Schoolmaſter, Curate, 

Vicar, Parſon, Chaplain, Maſter of the Sa- 
Loy, Dean of Weſtminſter, Clerk of the Clo- 
ſet to two Kings, Biſhop of Rocheſter, Lich- 
feld, Lincoln, Durham, and Wincheſter, and 
laſtly Archbiſhop of 7ork; in which he died 


but three Days before the Parliament mer, full 


of Years, as he was full of Honours; a faith- 
ful Subject to his Prince, an indulgent Father 
to his Clergy, a bountiful Patron to his Chap- 
lains, and a true Friend to all that relied up- 
on him. | 
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i HIS Metropolitical Chair ſtood va- 
| cant above a Year after the Death of 
Archbiſhop Neil, and was then 


fill'd up by crapllating hither the then Biſhop 
of Lincoln, |

* This moſt Reverend Prelate was born at 
Aber Conway in Caernarvonſhire Mar. 25. 
1582. bred at the publick School at Reuthen, 
and entring the ſixteenth Year of his Age was 
admitted in St. 7%u's College in Cambridge, 
and became Scholar of that Houſe Nov. 5. 


1599. where it was ſoon obſerv'd that his na- 


tural Parts were far above the common Le- 
vel; but that which overtopt them all, was 
his Memory, which was quick and retentive 
to a Miracle: While he was yet but Under- 
Graduate he had read over many Authors in 
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154 Archbiſhops of Yor K. 
| ſeveral Sciences, together with the moſt con- 
ſiderable Hiſtorians and Poets, Greek and La- 
tin; for he was of ſo happy a Conſtitution, 
that from his Youth upward he never required 
more than three Hours Sleep in twenty four, 
to keep him in perfect Health. 

b Ar the Cloſe of Queen Elizabeth's Reign 
he commenc'd Bachelor of Arts, and within 
a few Days after on the 14" of April 1603. 


he was elected into a Foundation Fellowſhip, 


for the Dioceſe of Bangor, as appears from 
the College Regiſter. But this firſt Preferment 
was obtain'd by way of Maudamus. 

© An. 1605. he commenc'd Maſter of Arts, 
and by a cloſe Application to his Studies he 
fitred himſelf for the high Employments in 
which we ſhall find him hereafter, and began 
ro grow into confiderable Repute and Eſteem 
in the College, For by that time he was 25 
Years old, or thereabouts, [which muſt be 
about the Year 1607. ] he had the Honour to 


be employ'd by his Society in ſome Concern . 


of theirs; by which means upon ſuch Occa- 
ſions, he had admittance ſome times to ſpeak 
before Archbiſhop Bancroffr, And upon this 
Reverend Prelate, what with his engaging 
Wir, and what with his decent Behaviour, he 


— 
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gain'd ſo far, that two Vears before he was 
Bachelor of Divinity, he ſent for him, and 
of his own free Will gave him the Advowſon 
of\ian Archdeaconry in Wales; Cardigan, as 
is ſuppoſed by Biſhop Hacker ; but Browne 
Willis Eſq; in ſome late Improvements which 
he has made to his Account of the Dignita- 
ries in the Dioceſe of St. David's fixes him 
in the Archdeaconry of Caermarthen, and 
ſays he was admitted thereto Feb. 11. 1612. 
and reſigu'd before Jau. 3. 1614. 

Another time the Maſter and Fellows de- 
puted him for their Agent to Court, to pe- 
tition the King for a Mortmain, thereby to 
bring an Encreaſe to their Maintenance, in 
which Suit he ſped, as indeed he did in moſt 
Undertakings, being of a ready Wit, and al- 
moſt unwearied Diligence. Here it is worth 
Obſervation, the Notice the King took of 
him then, for there was ſomething in him, 
which his Majeſty liked ſo well, that he told 
him of it long after, when he came to be his 
principal Officer. 

© He had taken holy Orders upon him in 
the 27" Year of his Age, and in order to attain 
to a Readineſs in Preaching, he took the Charge 
of a ſmall Living which lay beyond St. Ed-

nagement ; and to be intruſted by ſo diſcreet 
a Man with Secrets of State, was no ſmall 
Credit to him. 

A little before the Day of his Death the 
Chancellor call'd Mr. Williams, and told him, 


That if he wanted Money, he would leave 


him ſuch a Legacy in his Will, as ſhould 
furniſh him to begin the World like a Gen. 
tleman. Sir (ſays the Chaplain) J kz/5 your 
Hands; you have filld my Cup full; I am 
far from Want, unleſs it be of your Lord- 


ſhip's Directions how to live in the World 


if I ſurvive you. Well (lays the Chancel- 
lor) I know you are an expert Workman ; 
take theſe Tools to work with, they are the 
beſt I have. So he gave him ſome Books 
and Papers written all with his own Hand. 
Dr. Hacket ſays, he ſaw the Notes; and that 
they were that old Sage's Collections for the 
well ordering the High Court of Parliament, 
the Court of Chancery, the Star-Chamber, 
and the Council-Board. Da. Lloyd ſays in 
his Life of the Archbiſhop, (Memoirs p. 375.) 


that he gave him fonr Books which he pre- 
| ſented 
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ſented aſterwards to the King.] So that he 
had a good Stock to ſet up with; inſomuch 
that Dr. Hacke? does not doubt but that the 


Marrow of Mr. Williamès Politicks was drawn 


from the Lord Egerton's Papers. 
On the 15 of March his great and good 


Patron died in a good old Age, and full of 


virtuous Fame. His Chaplain mourn'd for 
him long after, and attended his Body to 
Cheſhire, where he buried him in a Chapel 
with his Anceſtors. After which the next 
Lord Keeper Sir Francis Bacon made him a 
very civil Offer to continue with him in that 
Place, wherein he had ſerv'd the Lord Eger- 


ton before. He declin'd it tho', but in ſuch 


an artful and obliging manner, that Bacon 
did not at all reſent it; for they parted very 
good Friends; and Sir Fraucis willing to ſet 
a Mark of his Favour upon him, made him 
Juſtice of the Peace and of the Quorum in 
Northamptonſhire. 


n At this time, by the Intereſt of his very 


good Friend Dr. James Montague, (after Bi- 


ſhop of Wincheſter) he was made Chaplain 
in Ordinary to his Majeſty, attending yearly 
at Court in February. And he had his Ma- 
jeſty's Orders to wait upon him in his great 
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Northern Progreſs, which was to begin in 
Aprit following ; and the King told him 
pleaſantly, That he might expet?. the La- 
bourer's Penny as ſ00n as they that had ſerwd 
him longer. But the Biſhop of Wincheſter 
obtain d of his Majeſty, that Mr. Williams 
might ſtay behind to take his Doctor's De- 
gree, and to give fir Entertainment to Mar. 


cus Autonius de Domiuis Archbiſhop of Ha. 


lato, who was newly come over into Exg- 
land, and did deſign to be at Cambridge 
Commencement, in the next 7uly. So at 
this Commencement in the Year 1617. he was 
created Doctor. The Queſtions which he 
maintain'd for his Degree were, 
I. Supremus Magiſtratus non eſt excom- 
municabilis. 
2. Fubductio Calicis eft Mutilatio Sacra- 
menti & Sacerdotii. _ 3 
And having acquitted himſelf honourably 
| both as to his Act, and to the Entertainment 
he gave to the Archbiſhop; he retired, chear- 
| fully to his Rectory of Waldgrave : And 
during the time of his being there the Deaury 
of Salisbury fell [void] by the Death of Dr. 
Gordon, while the King was in his Summer's 
Progreſs in the Weſt; and tho' many ſtirr'd 
for it, yer the King putting them all by, ſent 
for Dr. Williams „and gaye it him; to the 
which 
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which he was collated Sept. 10. 1619. and in- 
ſtalled the middle of October following. And 
hereupon, ſays the Oxford Antiquary, vol. x, 

p. 803. he reſign'd the ſacerdotal Rectory of 
the S2vey, which was conferr'd on the Arch- 
biſhop of Spalato. 

„An. 1620. July 10. or 12. he was inſtalld 
Dean of Weſtminſter, which Preferment was 
given him by the great Favourite the Mar- 
quis of Buckingham, who at that time was 
Patron of it, and to whom he had lately been 
very ſerviceable in furthering his Marriage 
with the great Heireſs the Earl of Rut land's 
Daughter, and in reclaiming her Ladyſhip 
from the Errors of the Church of Rome to 
the Faith and Profeſſion of the Church of 
England. 

Anu. 1621. June 18. he was ſworn of his 
Majeſty" s moſt honourable Privy Council; 
and on the rom of 7uly following he was 
ſworn Keeper of the Great Seal of England, 
and in the ſame Month made Biſhop of Lin- 
coln, the Conge d Eſlire is to be ſeen in the 
17% Vol. of Rymer's Federa, p. 325. without 
Date; he was elected Aug. 3. had the Royal 
Aſſent Nov. 7. was confirm'd Nov. 10. con- 
ſecrated in the Collegiate Church of St. Peter 
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Weſtminſter Nov. 11. by George London, John 
Worceſter, Nicholas Ely, and John Oxford, 
delegated by Royal Authority, and commiſ- 
ſion'd thereto by the Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, and had the Temporalities reſtor'd the 
20" of the ſame Month; and had leave to 
hold therewith the Deanry of Weſtminſter, 
and the Rectory of Waldgrave in Com- 


mendam. 


beg the Reader here once for all to re- 
member that I am not tied to give an Account 
of his Behaviour as Lord Keeper, but as Bi- 


ſhop; and tho' his Actions, either as the one, 


or the other, muſt of neceſſity be much in- 


terwoven, if in peruſing either this Sketch of. 
him, or any other of the many more yolu- 
minous Accounts of him already publiſhed, 


the Reader may perchance light on ſome Tranſ- 
actions not ſtrictly agreeable to the candid 
Integrity of one Character, tho perfectly 


_ conſonant to the Policy required in the other; 


in ſuch Caſes the Reader is always to diſtin- 
guiſn between the Lord-Keeper and the Bi- 


thop; which Diſtinction the Perſon himſelf 


whoſe Life we write was probably more than 


once obliged to make uſe of. 


p Anu. 1622. Mar. 23. he aſſiſted at the Con- 
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ſecration of Robert Wright Briſtol, in the 
. Archbiſhop's Chapel at Lambeth; as likewiſe 
An. 1624. Mar. 8. at the Conſecration of 


Godfrey Goodman Gloceſter, in the ſame 
Chapel. 

An. 1624. in March, the King perceiving 
ſome Indiſpoſition in his Health, retired to 
Theobalds for freſh Air, and to divert him- 
ſelf from Buſineſs. On Tue ſday Mar. 22. the 
Lord-Keeper receiv'd Notice in a Letter from 
the Court, that it was fear'd his Majeſty's 


| Sickneſs was mortal. Upon this he comes to 


Theobalds, and preſenting himſelf before the 
King, he endeayour'd to divert him, and bring 
him to chearful Diſcourſe, bur all in vain. So 
he continued by his Bedfide till Midnight, but 
found no Comfort. And next Morning, after 
the Conſultation of the Phyſicians, he ſaw 
no Hopes at all left; ſo that immediately (like 
a faithful Chaplain) he deſired of the Prince, 
that he might acquaint his Father with his weak 
Condition; and put him in mind both of his 
Mortality and Immortality. And having the 
Prince's Conſent, he went into his Majeſtys 
Chamber; and kneeling down, told his Ma- 
jeſty, That he knew he ſhould neither dit- 
++ pleaſe him, nor diſcourage him, if he brought 
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*« Iſaialfs Meſſage to \Hezekiah, to ſet his 
« Houſe in order; fot he thought his Days 
to come would be but few in this World.” 
T an ſaticſied (replies the King) and I pray 
you aſſiſt me to make me ready to go away hence 
to Chriſt, whoſe Mercies T tall for, and I hope 
to find them. From this time the Keeper 
watch'd with ' his, Majeſty continually, and 
never ſo much as put off his Cloaths, to go 
to Bed, till aſter his Royal Maſter's Death; 
which was viſible enough in his Looks, on 
Sunday Night, when he return'd to Heſtmin- 
fter. His whole Buſineſs was Night and Day 
(except when the Phyſicians compoſed his 
Majeſty to reſt) to pray, and read, and to 
diſcourſe about Repentance, Faith, Remiſſion 
of Sins, Reſurrection, and eternal Life. This 
was the Preparation on Wedneſday,” for the 
bleſſed Sacrament on Thurſday. Upon Fri. 
day his Majeſty grew ſenſibly weaker : fo 
that now the Keeper ſtirr'd very little out of 
the Chamber, and that not only to comfort 
the departing King, but likewiſe to keep off 
ſome of rhe Romiſh Church, that crept much 
about the Chamber Door ; whom as a Privy 


Counſellor he commanded to keep at a greater 


diſtance. Being rid of theſe, he was now 
continually in Prayer, while the King lingred 
on; aud at laſt his Soul departing, the Keeper 
e a cloſed 
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as 
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cloſed his Eyes with bis: own Hands. Thus 
died King Zames at Theobalds on the 27" of 
March. 609 being Sunday. From thence 
his Body' was brought to Somerſet Houſe, 
and carried thence in great State on Saturday 
the 7* of May to St. Peter's Church at H/eſft- 
#1mſier, where it was ſolemnly interred; and 
the Funeral Sermon preached by the Lord- 
Keeper Williams, and printed not long af. 
ter, by the Name of Great Britains Solomon. 
The Text was 2 Chron. Chap. ix. V. 29, 30, 
and part of 3234. 
The Keeper's Behaviour and Management 
of Affairs during King Zame-s's Reign had been 
in all Points highly pleaſing to his Majeſty, 
tho” very often not ſo to his grand Favourite 
the Duke of Buckingham, who more than 
once attempted his Ruin; but the King was 
ſo conſcious of the Lord-Keeper's Worth and 
great Abilities, that during his Reign the 
Duke's Diſpleaſure could avail nothing; but 
on the contrary, * his Majeſty of his own 
accord, without any Sollicitation, cauſed an 
Act of Council to be enter'd, that the Arch- 
biſhoprick of 7erk ſhould be conferr'd upon 
him at the next Vacancy. For which the 
Lord-Keeper moſt humbly thank'd his Maje- 
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ſty, That he- was pleaſed to think of him, 
* his Majeſty knew beſt that he thought 
not of ' himſelf. But notwithſtanding: King 
James Deſignation in his favour, there were 
three Archbiſhops of Zork, viz. Montaigne, 
Har ſuet, and Neil, between that next Va- 
cancy and Williams obtaining that high Dig- 
nity. 

»The Day next after the Proclamation of 
King Charles his Majeſty ſent for the Lord- 
Keeper, and appointed him not only to preach _ 
the Funeral Sermon of the deceaſed King , 
but likewiſe to provide a Sermon for the Co- 

ronation ; but (ir ſeems) before that time 
his Majeſty's Mind was altered in the latter 
Point. 

His Fall from the Place of Lord: Khmer 
now drew on apace, for within two Days 
after News was brought him -that the Duke 
of Buckingham (who was poſſeſs'd of as 
great, if not a greater ſhare of Favour in this 
Reign than he had in the laſt) had threatned 
in the Preſence of ſeveral to turn him out of 
his Office; and fo apprehenſive was he of ir, 
that he gave warning to thoſe that had any de- 
pendance upon him, to make their Intereſt elſe-

the Duke, which he concludes thus; I all 
theſe Informations againſt a poor Biſhop , 
that fo ſerv'd your Father in his Life, and 
at his Death, be grounded only upon Suſpi- 
cin, Malice, or Miſapprehenſion, and be 
tried down (as they needs muſt be) by all 
the Members of the one and the other Houſe ; 
pity me, dread Sovereign; and let me re- 
tire with the comfortable Aſſurance of your 
Majeſty's Favour ; that I may ſpend my Days 
quietly in the Service of my God; in ſerv- 
ing whom, as I reſolve to do, 1 ſhall never 
fail to ſerve your Majeſty; whom God Al. 
mighty proſper with all Succeſs in this World, 
and with all Happineſs and ae Glory in 
that to come. 

Aſter his Majeſty had read 5 INE he 

ſent for the Keeper, to make his Petitions, 

and to ſpeak what he had to ſay to him. So 
his Lordſhip preſenting himſelf before the 

King, his Requeſts, together with his Maje- 

ſty's Anſwers, were as they follow.

Fourthly, I deſire that I may not be com- 
manded away from the Council-Table, but 
that my Abſence may be left wholly to my 


own Dilcretion. 


Jever intended it ſo, and never ſaid a 
word to the contrary; (lays the King) but 
then, I expett you would not offend by a vo- 
tuntary Intruſion.

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I will do you that Juſtice, (lays the King) 
and ſhull little value Reports. So with a 
pleaſing Countenance he gave him his Hand 
to kiſs; and diſmiſs'd him graciouſly. 
And the Keeper thought he had obtain d 
much of his Majeſty; but after he went a- 
way, ſo powerful were his Enemies, that 
they fruſtrated all the kind Conceſſions made 
him by the King; for he reap'd no Advan- 
tage from any one of them, excepting the 
four Advowſons confirm'd to St. John's Col- 
lege. After he left Salisbury, (which was 
the next Day) he could never receive any 
thing from his Penſion, nor to his dying Day 
could he ever bring it to a Hearing. It was 
his Expectation too, that aſter ſome time he 
might be called again to the Council - Board; but 
his Hopes, it ſeems, were vain, for he was 
never ſo much as thought of, and he was re- 
ſolv d not to intrude without being called. 
But before ſive Days were expired, he had In- 
telligence how vehemently the Duke talked 
againſt him, which made him give over all 

hopes of any Court Fayour fo* The future. 
Upon the 25 of October Sir John Sucklin 
Comptroler of his Majeſty's Houſhold, brought 
a Warrant from the King to the Lord-Keeper 
(who was now at Foxly near Windſor) to 
reſign the Great Seal, which accordingly he 
M deliver d, 


198 Archliſhigs of Yor x. 
deliver d, and inftantly giving up the Seal, he 
hut it in the Preſence of Sir John Sacklin in- 
à tich Cabinet, incloſing the Key into a 
Letter to his Majeſty, feal'd with the Epiſco- 
pal Arttis'of Lincls 

After his Diſchatge he remoy'd from Foxly 
to Bugden, where he was very remarkable 
for his Hoſpitality and Charity, careful in in- 
ſpecting the Proceedings of his Court, diſpo- 
fig of his Preferments with great Impartia- 


lity, and examining all his Family in a Cate- 


chiſtical way in Lent. 

-* His being diſmifs'd from being Lord- 
Keeper was not the only Diſeouragement he 
met with at Court; for the Duke of Buck- 
ingham continuing his Enmity againſt him, 
he fell farther into the King's Diſpleafüre, and 
was order'd riot to attend at the Coronation, 
nor appear in Parliament; but that Parliament 
being diffolved on the 157 of Zune 1626. and 
the King deſigning to call another, (his third) 
the Lord-Keeper Coventry had Orders to write 
to the Biſhop of Lincoln to diſſaude him from 
appearing in it. But the Biſhop (with all Sub- 
miſſion to the King) perceiving himſelf to be 
trampled upon, reſolved to ſtand upon his Pri- 
vilege as a Lord, and to let it be no longer 
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infring'd, 
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infring d. Therefore in his Anſwer to the Lord 
Coventry's Letter, he ſays, I muſt crave ſome 
time to reſolve by the beſt Counſels God ſhall 
give me, whether I ſhall. obey your Lordſhip's 
Letter (tho' mentioning bis Majeſty's Plea- 
ſure)" before my 0wn' Right, which by the 
Law of God and Man I may. in all Humili- 
ty maintain. And fo. reſolutely did he perſiſt, 
that when the Parliament met, he fate in the 
Houſe himſelf, and not by roxy as before; 
and continu'd in it to the laſt. 5441 ha 

At this time the famous Petition. of Right 
was a foot in the Houſe of Commons, which 
the Duke of Buckingham was very much a- 
gainſt, and the Biſhop of Lincols as much 
for promoting it, only he was for having a 
Clauſe added to it, That as they deſired to 
preſerve their own Liberties, ſo they bad 
regard to leave entire that Power: where- 
eit h his Majeſty was intruſted for the Pro- 
tection f his People; which the Commons 
would not admit of, but ordered it to be can- 
celled: Whereas all he deſign'd by it was to 
keep up the Dignity of Majeſty. And when 
the King made his Objections againſt this Pe- 
tition, the Biſhop anſwered them all, and 
thewed his Majeſty how ASrEFANNR: it Was 
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to our Laws and Conſtitution, and no [ef ho» 
nourable for himſelf; for it made him a King 
of Freemen, and not of Slaves: All which 
his Lordſhip did fo plainly demonſtrate, 
that the King gave his full Aſſent to the Pe- 
tition: Upon which the Houſes teſtify'd their 
Joy by a mighty Shout. And it was ſaid that 
the Houſe of Lords requeſted the King upon 
this Agteement, to receive again into Favour 
the Biſhop of Lincoln, with ſome other Lords. 
And the King perceiving how ready the Bi- 
op was in this Parliament to ſerve him, he 
gave him his Hand to kiſs, and he was ad- 
mitted to talk in private both with his Ma- 
jeſty and the Duke. But ſo unfortunate was 
the Biſhop, that even this Conference which 
he had at this time with the King, gave the 
firſt Occaſion to all his Troubles afterwards in 
the Star- Chamber. For, the King conjure- 
ing him to tell him freely, how he might beſt 
ingratiate himſelf with the People, his Lord- 
ſhip replied, *© That the Puritans were ma- 
ny, and ſtrong Sticklers ; and if his Ma- 
« jeſty would give but private Orders to his 
*+ Miniſters to connive a little at their Party, 
(andi ſhew them ſome Indulgence, it might 
perhaps mollify them a little, and make 
them more pliant : Tho' he did not pro 
++ miſe that wy would be truſty long to 
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any Government.“ And the King anſwer” 
ed, He had thought upon this before, and 
that he would a, %. About two Months af- 
ter this, the Biſhop at his Court at Leiceſter, 
acted according to this Counſel reſolved upon 
by his Majeſty, and withal told Sir Fohr 
Lamb and Dr. $ibthorp his reaſon for it, That 
it was not only his own, but the Royal Plea- 
Fare. This coming to the King's Ear, it was 
reſolved, that upon the Depoſition of theſe 
two, a Bill ſhould be drawn up againſt the 
Biſhop, for revealing the King's Secrets, being 
a {worn Counſellor. This Information, to- 
gether with ſome others, being tranſmitted to 
the Council-Table, was order'd for the pre- 
ſeat to be ſeal'd up, and committed to the 
Cuſtody of Mr. Trumbal, one of the Clerks 
of the Council. Nevertheleſs the Biſhop made 
ſhift to procure a Copy of them; and ſo the 
Buſineſs reſted for ſome Years. 

He was alſo at that time ſeemingly recon- 
ciled to the Duke, and tender'd him his faith- 
ful Service, which Buckzngham accepted of; 
and indeed the Duke promiſed at a private 
Meeting two Months before he died, to re- 
ſtore the Biſhop into Favour, and did deſign 
a time for the open Profeſſion of ir. How- 
ever at this time they parted in perfect Cha- 


rity, which was a great Happineſs to them 
M 3 both, 
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both, fince they never met again, the Muſes 
being ſoon after ſlain by Felton. 
* „Noth ftnltaadg all chis, the Biſhop was 
ſtill more and more declining in favour, by 
ton” of a ſettled Miſunderſtanding betwixt 
hit and Biſhop Laud, (which continued to 
the laſt) who look d upon Williams as a Man 
that gave Encouragement to the Puritans, 
and that hung looſe as to our Church Diſci- 
pline; and on the other hand Williams took 
Lau to be a great Favourer of the Papiſts. 
And their natural Tempers appearing quite 
oppoſite, there appear'd the leſs hopes of a 
Reconciliation ; for Laud's Fayour at Court 
was now ſo great, that in Affairs of State, as 
well as of the Church, he govern'd almoſt 
without Controul; ſo that a Multitude of leſ- 
fer Troubles ſurrounded H/711:ams, and ſeveral 
muſt needs be pecking at him, tho' it were 
but to ingratiate themſelves at Court. Abun- 
dance of frivolous Accuſations and little vexa- 
tious Law- ſuits were brought againſt him dai- 
ly; and it was the Height of his Adverſaries 
Policy to empty his Purſe, and clip his Wings 
by all the means they could invent, that fo 
at laſt he might lie wholly at their Mercy, 
and not be able ro ſhift for bitte Not- 
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withſtanding all which, what with his Inno- 
cency, and what with his Courage ſpringing 
from it, he bore up againſt them all, and ne- 
ver was the Man that ſhew'd a Grudge or 
Malice to any of them. But his Lordſhip 
perceiving himſelf to be thus perpetually 
harraſs d, he ask d the Lord Cottington, if he 
could tell him, what he ſhould do to procure 
his Peace, and ſuch other ordinary Favours 
as other Biſhops had from his Majeſty. To 
which the Lord Cottington replied, That the 
Splendour in which he liyed, and the great 
Reſort of Company that came to him, was 
oftenſive ; and that the King muſt needs take 
it ill, that one under the Height of his Diſ- 
pleaſure ſhould live at ſo magnificent a Rate. 
In the next Place, his Majeſty would be ber- 
ter ſatisfy'd if he reſign'd the Deanry of 
W miner, becauſe he did not care that 
he ſhould be ſo near a Neighbour to 
Whitehall. As for the firſt of theſe Reaſons, 
his natural Temper would not ſuffer him to 
comply with it, and to moderate his Ex- 
pences in Houſekeeping : And he was not 
{o ſhort-ſighted as to part with his Deanry 
upon ſuch precarious Terms. So in ſpight 
of all their Contrivances to out him, he kept 
the Deanry, till the King receiv'd it from 
him at Oxford in the Year 1644. But they 

M4 did 
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did all they could, ſince he was refoly'd to 
hold it, to make him as uneaſy as poſſible in 
it. He was not admitted to preach before 
the King in Lent (Good Friday being his u- 
ſual Courſe) for four Years; and for three 
Years together when he came to the Chap. 
ters, or to the Election of Scholars, he could 
not reſt above a Day or two in College, but 
Secretary Coke either by his Letters, or by 
word of Mouth, commanded him from the 
King, to return to his Biſhoprick. So that 
one time the Biſhop very reſolutely asked 


him, How he durſt command a Man out of 


his Freehold? Which wrought upon the old 
Gentleman fo far, that he never reſted until 
he had his Pardon ſeal'd for it, After this 
the Archbiſhop was ordered T the King to 

reſs him to Reſidency upon his Biſhoprick 
by the Statute, ſince nothing elſe would re- 
move him; and this Contrivance loſt its Ef- 
ſect too; for in anſwer to this, he writes to 
his Grace thus, I confine my elf to thoſe par- 
ticular Seaſons, to which the local Statutes 
of the College, and my expreſs Oath do en, 
Join me; that is to ſay, the two Chapters, 
and the great Feſtivals. All which Space 
of Time doth not (being taken in the dif 
Juni Spaces) make a Biſhop a Non. Reſident 
by any Law I kngw of, nor conſequently in- 
* £ fringe 
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1 e bis Majeſty's Toaftruftions, tho a Man 
lad) no Diſpenſation; which Inftruftions re. 
gquire only that a Biſhop ſhould reſide: But 
Wwe preſume that it is no part of bis Maje- 
fly s- gracious Intention, that they ſhould be 
confined, or as it were wed onde in their 
Biſhopricks. 

* And here his Vexations about the Deanry 
reſted for a few Years; after which, Differences 
broke out between the Dean and the Preben- 
daries of Weſtminſter, upon which they drew 
up thirty fix Articles againſt him, frivolousand 
impertinent in the main ; to which the Biſhop 
anſwer'd with no Concern at all. 

o As yet you ſee the Biſhop of Lincoln has 
not had the leaſt Glimpſe of that good Fortune 
in this Reign, which he enjoy'd all along, with- 

out having it ſo much as once over-caſt in the 
former. And now by this Time it was ſuffici- 
ently known to all People, how much he was 
out of Favour; ſo that it was look'd upon as 
a piece of Merit, to aſſiſt in his Ruin. And 
this perhaps might be ſome Incitement to whar 
Sir Robert Osborn, High- Sheriff of Funting- 
donſhire,a&ed againſt the Biſhop in the levying 
of theShip-Money. Williams for his part was 
very cautious to carry himſelf without Offence 
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in this Matter; but Sir Robert, laying a very 


unequal Levy upon the Hundred wherein Bug- 
den was, the Biſhop wrote courteouſly to din 
to rectify it, and he and bis. Neighbours, would 
be ready to ſec it collected. Upon this, Sir 


Robert, catching at the Opportunity, poſts up 


to Court, and makes a heavy Complaint a- 


gainſt the Biſhop, that he not only refuſed the 


Payment of Ship- Money himſelf, but like- 
wile animated the Hundred to do ſo too. And 
yet. for all this, when the Biſhop afterwards 
clear'd himſelf before the Lords of the Coun- 
cil, and they were fatisfy'd, that he had be- 
haved himſelf with Duty and Prudence, Sir 
Robert was not reprehended, nor had the Bi- 
ſhop any Satisfaction given him, nor was the 
Levy regulated. 


After this was reviv'd, the long and troug 
bleſome Trial againſt the Biſhop in the Star- 


Chamber, which commenc'd 4. Car. upon 
ſome Informations brought | againſt him by 
Lamb and Sibthorp ; here he made ſo noble a 
Defence for himſelf, that che Attorney-Gene- 
ral Ney grew weary of the. Cauſe, and ſlack- 
ned his Proſecution ; but that great Lawyer 
giving way to Fate, and the Information be- 
ing Managed by the Solicitor Klum. with 
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the Buſineſs came to a final Determination) 
was fined 10% to the King, and to ſuffer 
Impriſonmedr during his Majeſty's Pleaſure, 
and withal, ro be ſuſpended by the High Com- 
miſſion Court, from all his W — 
and Functions. ; 

In his Ietiphiſoriment in che Tower, TRIO 
chat his Majeſty would not abate any thing of 
his Fine, he deſired . that it might be taken up 
by 13000 J. V early, as his Eſtate would bear 
it, till the whole were paid; but could not 
have ſo ſmall a Favour granted. Upon which 
Kilvert (the Biſhop's vowed Enemy) is or- 
der d to go to Bugden and Lincoln, and there 
to ſeize upon all he could, and bring it imme- 
diately into the Exchequer. Away goes 
he, glad of the Office, and makes ſure of 
all that could be found; Goods of all Sorts, 
Plate, Books, and ſuch like, to the value of 
10,0007. of which he never gave Account 
but of 800 J. the Timber he fell'd, kill'd the 
Deer in the Park; fold an Organ that coſt 
120 J. for 107. Pictures that coſt 400 J. for 51. 
made away with what Books he pleaſed, and 
continued reyelling for three Summers in Bug- 


den- Houſe. For four Cellars of Wine, Syder, 


Ale and Beer, with Wood, Hay, Corn, and 
the like, ſtor'd up for a Year or two, he gave 
no 
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no Account at all. And thus à brave Perſo. 
nal Eſtate was ſquander d away, and not the 
leaſt of the King's Fine paid all this while; 
whereas, if it had been managed to the beſt 
Advantage, it would have been lufficient to 
diſcharge the whole. 
Alt muſt not be forgot, that Foot Time be- 
fore this, Archbiſhop! Laud growing disſatis- 
. fied with Williams's Opinion about the ſtand- 
ing of the -Communion-Table, that Affair at 
laſt broke out into a formal Controverſy, and 
occaſion'd the Coal from the Altar, which 
was learnedly anſwer'd by Biſhop Williame, 
who ſtood upon the Defenſive. He was like- 
wiſe preparing to anſwer the Antidotum Lin. 
colntenſe, but was prevented by the barbarous 
| ſeizing of his Books. 
At length, Terms of Agreement were of- 
fered him, if he intends. to be free from any 
_ farther Vexations in the Star Chamber. Firſt, 
he muſt leave his Biſhoprick and Deanry, and 
all his Commendams, and take a Bilhoprick in 
Ireland or Wales, as his Majeſty ſhould think 
fit. Secondly, he muſt recant his Book. Third- 
ly, ſecure all his Fine, And laſtly, never que- 
ſtion any that had been employ d by his Ma- 
Jelty N him. To this he anſwered, That 
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he was content to lay his Biſhoprick and Dean- 


ty at his Majeſty's Feet, but wag not willing 


to go into Ireland: That he could not recant 
his Book, which he was ready to juſtify. That 
he would pay his F ne 2s fat as he was able; 
and that he would not queſtion any Body. 
Vet all this was not Thought ſufficient to at- 
tone for him. After all, rather than contend 
with his Sovereign, he offers to reſign all he 
has in the Church, but ſtill to live in England. 
And as for his Book, he was ſorry if any Thing 
in it gave Offence to his Majeſty. But ſince 
he muſt be ſtript of all he had in the Church, he 
defired to know how much ſhould be left him 
of all his Lands and Leaſes to live upon, that 
the Fine Gatherers might not have all; and 
whether his Penſion of 2,000 Marks a Year, . 
and the 2.4,000 J. in Arrears for the ſame, ſhould 
be taken in part for the King's Payment. The 
Anſwer he receiv'd. was, That Penſions are 
not paid to Men out of Fayour. And as for 
what ſhould be allowed him out of his own 
Eſtate to live upon, he 'muſt not know that 
till he had wholly ſubmitted himſelf. Upon 
this his Lordſhip writes to the Earl of Dor- 
ſet (who carried theſe Meſſages to and fro) 
That it were a tempting of God, to part with 
all be had willingly, 5 leave himſelf no 
Aſſurance of a Livelihood : That his Debts,

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| if he came ont of the Towers cat him 
into anot har Pri ſin, vo betten Prouiſiau being 
made. for t hem, than he ſau Appearance of: 
That he wonld:; never hazard himſelf into a 
Condition tuo leg bis Bread.

When the Parliament met in Nabtesber 
164. the Biſnop petitionꝰdi the King by the 
Qucen's Mediation, for his Enlargement, and 
that he might have his Wrie ſent him as a Peer 
to ſit in u Flat But the Lord- Keeper 
Finch, and Archbiſhop Lund, oppoſed this 
Requeſt, and brought the King to refuſe it: 
However, about a Fortnighe after, vi. on 
the 16 of November, the Houſe of Lords 
ſent the Uſher of the Black Rod to demand 
the Biſnop of the Lieutenant of the Tower, 
upon which he was brought to the Parliament- 
Houſe, ay took * Plate: wag his Bre- 
thren. - ILO. Me of Oo TC 
8 And now-the Kiog dase that be 
| had: behaved himſelf "vith:Cottage and Tem- 
per under his Misfortunes, (and his Enemies 
finding they were fo far from being able to 


procure. him any farther Mortification, that 


they: hows find it ARE enough- to end 
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cheir own Ground, ) he waspleaſed to be recon: 
ciled to him, and commanded that all Orders 
ſiled or kept in any Court or Regiſtry, upon the 
former Hearings and Informations againſt him, 
ſhould be taken off, razed and cancelled, that 
nothing might ſtand upon Record to his Dil 
advantage. 

b When, after this, {ome were ſet on to np 


how he ſtood affected to his Proſecutors, he 


anſwered, That if they bad no worſe Foes 
than him, they might fear no harm, and that 
he ſaluted them with the Charity of a Biſhop. 
And when Kilvert came to him to crave 
Pardon and Indemnity for all the Wrongs he 
had done; I aſſure you Pardon (lays the Bi- 
ſhop) for what you have done before, but 
this is anew Fault, that you take me to be 
of ſo baſe a Spirit, as to defile my ſelf with 
treading upon ſo mean @ Creature: Live till 
by Pettyfogging and Impeaching, and glows 
that I have forgotten you. 

i When the Earl of Strafford came to be 
impeached in Parliament, Biſhop Williams de- 
fended the Biſhops Rights to vote in Caſes of 
Blood, in a very ſignificant Speech. Bur that 
noble Lord being at length found guilty by 
his Reese and the Ring not being thoroughly 
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fatisfied with the Evidence againſt him, the 
Houſe of Lords thought ſit to nominate four 
Prelates, vis. Doctor Uſher, Lord Primate 
of Call] Ireland, with the Biſhops - Morton, 
Williams, and Potter, to Wait upon his Ma. 
jeſty, ro endeavour to diſentangle his Conſci- 
ence, in that knotty Affair. The four Reve- 
rend Biſhops, tho' all of them were deſirous 
to preſerve the Earl, had they thought it any 
ways practicable, ſtated the Queſtion to the 
King in theſe Words: I hether, as bis Ma- 
Jeſty referred bis own Judgment to his Judges 

(in whoſe Perſon they atted) in Court of 
Dyer, King's-Bench, Aſſize, and in Caſe of 

Life and Death, and it lay on them if an 
innocent Man'ſuffer'd : So why might not his 
Majeſty ſatisfy" bis Co on ſciencè in the Hair 
then on foot : That ſince competent Judges in 
Law bad awarded, that they found Guilt of 
Treaſon in the Earl, that he might ſuffer 
that Judgment to ſtand, tho in his private 
Mind he was not ſatisfied that iny Lord of 
Strafford was Criminal, for that Judgment 
and corrupt Dealing, which he ſuſpected in 
the Proof at the Tryal, and let the Blame lie 
upon them who ſat on the Tribunal of Life 
and Death. The four Biſhops were all for 
the Affirmative.

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Not long after this, Biſhop Williams was 
preferr'd to the Archbiſhoprick of 7ork, [to 
which he was tranſlated Dec. 4..1641.] hav- 
ing at the ſame Time the Liberty to hold the 
Deanry of WMeſiminſter for three Years in Com- 
mendam. About this Time Diſcontents and 
Diſtractions ran very high in the Nation, which 
began to be terribly embroil'd: Among other 
Inſtances, the Temporal Lords brought in a 


Bill to turn the Biſhops out of the Houſe of 


Peers, which was ſeconded by the Tumults 
and clamorous Petitions of the City of Lau- 
don Now to. oppoſe and prevent the paſſing 
of this Bill, and to maintain the ancient and 
unqueſtionable Rights of the Eugliſh Hierar- 
chy, the Archbiſhop, at a Committee of che 
Lords, undertook the Cauſe of the Church, 


and of his Brethren, in a long Speech, very 


conſiderable for the Learning and Strength of 
Argument contain d in it, which may be read in 


the Lives of the Lords Chancellors, 8%. Vol. 2. 
p. 376 to 398. and at leaſt had this Effect, 


that it laid the Bill aſleep for five Months, it 
having been ſpoken in May 1641. before the 
King fer out for Scotland, and the Bill for out- 
ing the Biſhops not taking Effect till the No- 
vember following; when to give it the finiſh- 
ing Stroke, the Mob flock'd about the Parlia- 
ment · Houſe, and indeed grew ſo inſolent, as

ys Abe Biſliops, why bad todas in. the 
«Manner before ſpoken of, driven, and kept 
from the Houſe of Peers, and not very ſe· 
«© cure in-their own, could not have the Pa- 
« tience to attend the Diſſolution of this 
© Storm, which in Wiſdom they ought to 
«have dene; but conſidering Right and Rea- 
for too abſtractly, and what in Juſtice was 
due, not what in Prudence was to be ex. 
pected; ſuſſet di themſelves implicitly to be 
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„was of a reſtleſs,” and over · weening Spirit, 


to ſuch an Act of Indiſcretion and Diladvan- 


** rage to themſelves, that all their Enemies 
could riot have brought upon them: This 


** Biſhop, as is ſaid, was a Man of a very im- 

„ perious and fiery Temper, Dr. Williams, 
Vho had been Biſhop of Lincoln, and Keeper 
of the Great Seal of England in the Time of 
King James. Aſter his Removal from that 
Charge, he had lived ſplendidly in his Dioceſe, 
and made himſelf very popular among thoſe 
who had no Reverence for the Court; of 
** which he would frequently, and in the Pre- 
ſence of many, ſpeak with too much Free- 
dom, and tell many Stories of Things and 
«© Perſons upon his own former Experience; 
in which, being a Man of great Pride and 
Vanity, he did not always confine himſelf 
to a preciſe Vetacity, and did often pre- 
** ſame, in thoſe unwary Diſcourſes, to men- 
tion the Perſon of the King with too little 
«© Reverence. He did affect to be thought 
„ an Enemy to the Archbiſhop of Cauter- 
„ hury; whoſe Perſon he ſeem'd exceedingly 
to contemn, and to be much diſpleaſed with 
« thoſe Ceremonies and Innovations, as they 
«© were then called; which were countenan- 
ced by the other; and had himſelt publiſh- 
ec, by his own Authority, a Book againſt 
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the uſing thoſe Ceremonies, in which there 
was' — good Learning, and too little 
Gravity for a Biſhop. His Paſſion and his 
Levity, gave every Day great Advantages 
to thoſe Who did not love him, and he pro- 


vok'd too many, not to have thoſe Advan- 
tages made uſe af: So that, after ſeveral 
Informations againſt him in the Star-Cham- 
ber; he: was ſentenced, and fined in a great 
Sum of Money to the King, and committed 


Priſoner to the Tower, without the Piry 
or Compaſſion of any, but thoſe, who, out of 
Hatred to the Government, were ſorry that 


they were without ſo uſeful a Champion; 
for he appear'd to be a Man of a very cor- 


rupt Nature, whoſe Paſſions could have tran- 


ſported him into tte mo kad ** 
Ons. |

He had a er of. waking: Relations of 
Things done in his own Preſence, and Dif- 
courſes made to himſelſ, or in his own hear- 
ing, with all the Circumſtances of Anſwers 
and Replies, and upon Arguments of great 


Moment; all which, upon Examination, 
were ſtill ſound to have nothing in them 


that was real, but to be the pure Effect of 
his own Invention. After he was ſentenc'd 


in the Star. Chamber, ſome of his Friends 
reſorted to him, to lament, and condole 
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with him for his Misfortune, and ſome of 


them ſeem'd to wonder, that in an Affair 


of ſuch a Nature, he had not found Means 
to have made ſome Submiſſion and Com- 
poſition, that might have prevented the 
publick Hearing, which prov'd ſo much to 
his Prejudice in point of Reputation, as well 
as Profit. He anſwer'd them with all the 
Formality imaginable, That they had Rea- 
fon indeed to wonder at him upon the E- 


vent; but whenthey ſhould know how he had

I was podiit pity, that, ctiongh the 
Archbiſhop's Paſſion tranſported him, as it 
1 uſually did; and his Authority impoſed 
upon the reſt, who had no Affection to 
his Perſon, or Reverence for his Wiſdom; 
«© his Majeſty did not take a little time to 
conſider of it, before he put it out of his 
Power to alter it, by putting it out of his 
Hands. For it might eaſily have been diſ- 
cern'd by thoſe who were well acquainted

= Aſter he had taken kis Doctor's 0 
in ibe Vear 1677. when the Buſtle of the 


Cure at . aldgrave, hats he bad 3 at 
the Expence, before he came, of Building, 
Gardening, and Planting, ſo as to make the 
Place fit and pleaſant for all Seaſons of the 
Vear,. and had provided a choice Collection 
of Books; ; to which he applied himſelf ſo ve- 
1 cloſely, that nothing but his great Tem- 

perance in his Diet could have preſery'd his 
Body from the Decay that his too much ſtu- 
dying muſt neceſſarily have brought upon him. 
He read Prayers conſtantly upon Wedneſdays

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thereabout. It was a common Saying with 
him, that the way to get Credit from the 
Nonconformiſts was to out- preach them; 
and ſo well was he liked for his Preaching, 
that his Church uſed to be throng'd with Gen- 

try of phe mn Pariſhes, as well as 
bis own. . 

What was moſt remarkable of him while 
be. was here, was his generous Houſekeeping, 
which made him very much viſited by the 
Nobility, Gentry, and Clergy, Rich as well 
as Poor, who reſorted frequently to his Houſe, 
not ſo much for the ſake of his Table, as for 
the diverting Entertainment his good Conſorts 
of Muſick afforded them; for he kept with 
him the beſt Voices and Inſtruments he could 
get, being mightily given this way himſelf. 
And as by theſe Means he laid Obligations 
upon the Gentry, ſo he purchaſed the Prayers 
of the Poor by his Charity. If any of his 
poor Pariſhioners were Sick, he was very con- 
ſtant in going to viſit them, to pray with them 
and to bleſs them. And, to help them all that 
he could in their Afflictions, he would ſupply 
them with Money, and very often pay their 
Phyſicians himſelf; he was alſo much reſpect- 
ed and below d in his Office of Juſtice of the 
Peace, by his reſolute Courage in maintaining 
the n of the Clergy, and by reconciling 
any 
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any private Quarrels amongſt his Neighbours, 
even'at the Expence of ſometimes paying all 
or part of rhe Damages which * ry Pere 
fon demanded. 
When he became Dean «f Weſtminſter, it 
was his Ambition to emulate two of his Pre- 
deceſſors, who were very eminent Men in their 
Time; 'vis.' Dr. Andrews, for his great Care 
and Encouragement of Learning in the School, 
and Abbot Jip for his vaſt Expences upon 
the Minſter, As ſoon therefore as he was 
poſſeſs d of the Deanry, there was ſcarce a 
Week (when he was in the College) but he 
would go to the ſeveral Claſſes and inſtruct 
the Lads, and take an Account of them, that 
fo he might conntenance and encourage the 
moſt hopeful and thoſe of the beſt Parts. 
Which Notice of his ripen'd the Youth ſo 
faſt, that the Number ſent our to both Uni- 
verſities was almoſt double to thoſe that were 
remov'd in former Elections. And in the Re- 
pairs of the Abbey, he expended of his own 
Money 4500/.\and procured the beſt Muſick 
| both for Organ and Voices that could poſſi-. 
bly be got. After this he made a very good 
Library. of a waſte Room in the Eaſt fide of 
the Cloyſters, furniſh'd it with Desks, Chains, 


Books, and other Neceſſaries to the Value 


of 500l. and more. And here he laid his 
Ul choiceſt 
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choiceſt Manuſcripts and Parchments. Be- 
fides this, he diſcharged a Debt of 300. for 
rhe College, and not long after he founded 
four Scholarſhips, the Scholars diſtinguiſh'd 
from the reſt by their violet Gowns, for 
whoſe Maintenance he purchaſed Lands. And 
he did not only ſhare his Riches amongſt them 
here, bur likewiſe, when in thoſe Days great 
part of the Liberties of the City were threatned 
to be cut off by the Encroachments of rhe 
Lord Steward of the King's Houſhold, and 
the Knight Marſhal, he withſtood them man- 
fully, and would accept of no Compoſition 
to let them ſhare in the Privileges, which by 
Right they never had, but preſerv'd the Char- 
ter of the Place entire in its Juriſdiction and 
ancient Immunities. 

" When he was diſcharged from his ſecular 
Employments, and came to live at Bugder, 
he found the Houſe quite our of Repair and 
all Order; but in the ſpace of one Year he 
made a good Dwelling out of a ruinous Pile, 
and che moſt coſtly Farniture he had was the 
curious Collection of Paintings he had made. 
He beautified the Chapel roo with all the Ex- 
pence it was capable of. Aſter this he planted 
Wes and wed fenced the Park, and ſtored 
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it with Deer: And he bought in all the Leaſes 
belonging to the Demeaſus, which through 
Miſmanagement were let out to the very 
Gates. His Delight lay chictly in Gardening; 
ſo that he was profuſe in his Expences this 
way, in Arbours, Flowers of the choiceſt ſort, 
Orchards, Pools, Fiſh-ponds, - with a Walk 
rais d three Foot from the Ground of about a 
Mile in Compaſs paled i as and ſhaded on each 

| ſide with Trees. 


During the time be lived "ng the Service 
at his Chapel was decently perform'd, with the 


Organ and other Muſick, and the beſt Voices 

that could be procured, himſelf often bearing 

_ a Tenor part among them; and the Altar was 

- adorned with rich Plate, and other coſtly 

Utenſils. In a word, he lived at Bugden, the 
moſt Epiſcopal of any of his Predeceſſors. 

-* His Liberality to Gentlemen of narrow 

| 1 and to poor hopeful Scholars in both 

_ - Univerſities,, amounted every Year to a thou- 

ſand, ſometime to twelve hundred Pounds; 

and there is a remarkable Inſtance in Hiſtory 

of his Bounty, which deſerves to be remem- 

ber'd. When Monſieur du Moulin (a famous 

Miniſter) fled over into England in the time 

of the Perſecution in France: The Biſhop 
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hearing of him, ordered his Chaplain Dr. Hacket 
to make him a Viſit from him; and gueſſing 
that he might very probably be in want, he 
bids him carry him ſome Money, not naming 
any Sum. Upon which Hacke? ſaid, that he 
could not give him leſs than twenty Pounds. 
I did demur upon the Sum (ſays the Biſhop) 
to try you : Ts twenty Pound a fit Gift for 
me to give a Man of his Parts and Deſerts? 
Take an hundred, and preſent it from me, and 
tell him he ſhall not want, and T will come 
Jhortly and viſit him my ſelf; which after- 
wards he did, and was as good as his Word in 
ſupplying his Wants while he was in England. 
Hie rebuilt the ruinous Palace of Lincoln, 
and brought it in three Vears time up to as great 
Strength and Beauty as it was in at firſt: And 
becauſe the Place was remote from any Helps 
to Learning, he deſign'd 3 a Library there; Tim- 
ber was hewn our, Books bought, and other 
BenefaCtions ready : But the Founder's Trou- 
bles coming thick now upon him, put a ſtop 
to the Proceedings; the Books were ſquan- 
der d away, and the Soldiers took the Timber 
to make Fortifications. To theſe great Works 
of his, we may add the repairing of one Side 
of Lincoln College in Oxford, where the Bi- 
ſhop of Lincoln is their Viſitor; and the 
dannn of a moſt elegant Chapel for them 
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| [which was conſecrated by Richard Corbet, 
Biſhop of Oxford, in the Year 163 .] h 
It has been hinted by the noble Hiſtorian, 
that towards the end of the War, and when 
the King's Power declin'd, our Archbiſhop did 


in Perſon aſſiſt the Rebels to take a Caſtle of 


the Kings, in which there was a Garriſon, and 
which was taken by a long Siege, becauſe he 
might thereby the better enjoy the Profits of 
his own Eſtate which lay thereabouts. | 
My Author's Account of this Matter ſtands 
thus: Y The Archbiſhop had at his own Charge 
repair d and fortify'd Conway Caſtle for the 
King, which ſo pleas d his Majeſty, that by a 
Letter dated from Oxford, Aug. 1. 1643. 
He heartily deſires him to go on with that 
Work, aſſuring him, that whetever Money 
be ſhould lay out upon the Fortification of the 
ſaid Caſtle, ſhould be repaid unto him before 
the Cuſtody thereof ſhould be put into any 
other Hands then his on, or fuch as be 
Hauld recommend. By virtue of this Warrant 
the Archbiſhop, Jau. 2. 1643. deputes his 
Nephew William Hao Eſq; to have the Cu- 
ſtody of this Caſtle; and ſome time after (be- 
ing ſent for) {ers out to attend the King at Ox- 
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ter ſome ſtay there, returns to his own'Coun- 
try, having — a freſh Charge from his 
Majeſty to take Care of all North ales, but 
eſpecially of Conway Caſtle, in which the 
Country People had obtained Leave of the 
Archbiſhop to lay up all their Plate, Jewels, 
Money, Writings, valuable Goods, and ſuch 
like, each Perſon having an Inventory of his 
own Share. A Year after, Sir John Ouen 
(a Colonel for the King) coming this way af- 
ter a Defeat, he obtain'd of Prince Rupert 
to be ſubſtituted under his Hand, Commander 


of the Caſtle; and ſo ſurprizing it by force, 


he enter d it, notwithſtanding that the Caſtle 
was before given to the Biſhop under the 
King's own Signet, to Poſſeſs it quietly, till 
bir Goff laid out upon it ſhould be refunded 
to him, which as yet had been never offered: 
And notwithſtanding all the Archbiſhop's Re- 
monſtrances ar Court, he could have no Re- 
dreſs; whereupon being join'd by the Country 
People, whoſe Proprieties were detain'd in 
the Caſtle, and being aſſiſted by one Colonel 
Mitton (who was really a violent Man againſt 


the King) they forced open the Gates, and 
enter'd the Caſtle, which Colonel Mitton poſ- 
ſeſs d himſelf of; but my Author deſires his 
Readers to believe that the Archbiſhop did 
not join with Mitton with any intention to 
2 hurt 
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hurt His Majeſty's Service, but agreed to put 
him into the Caſtle, upon condition that every 
Proprietary might obtain what he could prove 
by the Archbiſhop's Inventory to belong to 
him; and accordingly Mitton, when poſſeis d 
of it, kept his Word in letting the Owners 
take thoſe Goods to which aan _— m_ 
their Title.

1 After the Murder of the king, our Arch- 
bilhop ſpent this Days in Sorrow, and Study 
and Devotion, riſing conſtantly , every Night 
out of his Bed at Midnight, and praying for 
a quarter of an Hour on his bare Knees, hay- 


ing nothing but his Shirt and his Waſtcoat up- 


on him. He lived not much above a year af- 
ter, dying on Mar. 25. 1650. having lived 
juſt 68 Vears, and was buried in Llandegay 
Church, where ſome Years after his Nephew 
and Heir Sir Griffith Williams erected on the 
North Wall of the ſaid Chancel a very fair 
Monument, with the Effigies of the Arch- 
biſhop kneeling, in white Marble, and the fol-

* In St. John's College in Cambridge he 
founded two Fellowſhips and four Scholarſhips, 
and gave to the faid College the perpetual Ad- 
vowſon of four Ecclefiaſtical Benefices; two 
with Care, the Rectories of Freſhwater and 
 Souldren; and two without Cure, the Dona- 
tives of St. Florence and Aber darron; beſides 
a very fair large gilt Bowl, with a Cover, ſor 
publick Uſe at Feſtivals. He likewiſe contri- 
buted 2011 J. 13s. 44. towards the building 
of the Caſe at the New Library, which was 
after his Death furniſh'd with what part the 
troubleſome times had {pared of his mangled 
Library; and partly by ſelling the Duplicares 
and imperfect Books, and partly by adding the 
Sum of 125 J. 45. 1 d. the College made a 
Purchaſe of Lands to the Value of 204. per 
Annum. 61. 13 5. 4d. whereof per Annum 
to the Library Keeper for the Augmentation of 
his Stipend; and 13 J. 6s. 8 d. per Annum 
for Books for the Library as his Lordſhip's per- 

petual Gift. 5 Tek 
Here it is to be noted, that the College ac- 
cepted of his Foundation of Fellows and Scho- 
lars (merely out of Gratitude to him) at leſs 
than half the Revenue, which was ſufficient 
to maintain it; for which Reaſon, after the 
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ſaſtaining' of much. Loſs, they were at laſt 
forced to fink the Fellowſhips in their own De- 
fence, and in compliance with a Statute of the 
College. It is certain he was ſo ſenſible of the 
Kindneſs of the College to his Foundation, and 
how unhappily his Deſigns of making them 


Reparation for the Detriment they had ſu- 


ſtained thereby were fruſtrated, that he re- 
ſolved to leave them an Eſtate of 300 J. per 
Annum ; that the Writings of Settlement were 
actually drawn, and read over to, and ap- 
provid of by him. But it being ſomewhat late 
at Night, and his Lordſhip much indiſpoſed, 
he defer d the ſigning and ſealing of them till 
the next Morning, before which time it pleas'd 
God to rake him out of the World. 

Mr. Echard in his Hiſtory of England, 
Vol. 2. p. 700. tells us, that Notwithſtand- 
« ing the World's Opinion of his Principles, 
« he continued fo exact and ſtrict to the Rules 


of the Church of England, that in his laſt 


« Sickneſs, wanting a regular Presbyter to 
« give him the Sacrament, Abſolution, Sc. 
« he purpoſely ordain'd an honeſt and pious 


© Servant of his own to adminiſter to him in

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| T the happy Reſtoration of Monarchy

College in Oxford lays born in Kent tor by 
the Regiſter of the Pariſh of Northiam it a 
pears he was n there, in the Vear A0 
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He was educated in the free School at 
Canterbury, from whence he was remoyed to 
Magdalen College in Oxford in theYear 1604. 
being then ſcarce 16 Years of Age, Soon after he 
was made a Demie of that College, took his 
Degree of Bachelor of Arts Zan. 25. 1608. and 
that of Maſter May 23. 1612. and haying 
made a great Proficiency in Logick and Phi- 
loſophy, he was elected Probationer Fellow 
of Magdalen College about St. Mary Magda. 
leu's Day 7uly 22. 1612. about which time he 
enter d into the ſacred Function, and became 
a frequent Preacher, and was alſo Divinity 
Reader in the ſaid College, and proceeded 
Bachelor of Divinity Jaly 8. 1619. 

Soon after this he went Chaplain to John 
Earl of Briſtol into Germany and Spain, 
where he was when that great Match between 
Prince Charles of England and the Infante 


of Spain was in Agitation; and when the ſaid 


Prince went into ain, he there preach'd before 


him, taking for his Text I Kings xyiii. 21, How 


long halt ye between two Opinions? If the Lord 


be God, follow him; but if Baal, then follow 
bim. It ſeems ſome things in that Sermon 

made ſuch 2 laſting Impreſſion on that Prince, 
that upon his Acceſſion to the Crown, when

Upon the breaking out of the Rebellion, 
he was very active in ſending the Cambridge 
Plate to his Majeſty; for which he (together 
with Dr. Beale Maſter of St. John's, and Dr. 
Martin Maſter of Oneens) was by Cromwell 
(who had with ſome Parties of Soldiers far- 
rounded the ſeveral Chapels, whilſt rhe Scho- 
lars were at Prayers) ſeiz d and carry'd in 
Triumph to London; and tho' there was an 
expreſs Order from the Lords Houſe, for their 
Impriſonment in the Tower, which met them 
at Tottenham High Croſs, (wherein notwith- 
ſtanding there was no Crime expreſs'd) yet 
were they led Captive through Bartholomew 
Fair, atid ſo as far as Temple Bar, and back 
through the City to Priſon in the Tower; on 

rpoſe that they might be hooted at, or 
ſtoned by the Rabble Rout. Since which 
time now above three Vears together (ſays 
an Account hereof Wat written) nt have 
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en hurried up and down from one Prifort 
to another, at exceſſive and unreaſonable 
Charges and Fees exacted from them, far be- 
yondtheir Abilities to defray; having all their 
Goods plundered, and their Maſterſhips and 
Livings taken from them, which ſhould pre- 
ſerve them from famiſhing. And tho” in all 
this time there was never any Accuſation 
brought, much. leſs, proved againſt any of 
them, yet have they ſuffered intolerable Im- 
priſonment ever ſince both by Land and Wa- 
ter, eſpecially that in the Ship; where for 
ten Days together, they (with many other 
Gentlemen of great Rank) were kept under 
Deck, without liberty to come to breathe in 
the common Air, or to caſe: Nature, except 
at the Courteſy of the rude Sailors, which of- 
tentimes was denied them: In which Condi- 
tion they were more like Gally-Slaycs than 
freeborn Subjects, and Men of ſuch Quality 
and Condition; and had been ſo indeed, 
might ſome have had their Wills, who were 
bargaining (with the Merchants to ſell them 
te Algiers, or as bad a Place, as hath been 
ſince notoriouſly, known, upon no falſe or 
fraudulent Information. Beſides which, there 
are ſome other Circumſtanees which render d 
the Ulage of Dr. Sterne, and his Fellow-Suf-- 
ferers, in a peculiar manner barbarous and in- 


human. 
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human. For when they were firſt ſeized, 
they were uſed with all poſſible Scorn and 
Contempt, {Cromwell was more particularly 
inſolent towards them) and when one of them 
deſired a little time to put up ſome Linen, 
Cromwell told them, That it was not in his 
Commiſſion. In the Villages as they paſſed 
from Cambridge to London, the People were 
_ called by ſome of their Agents, to come and 

abuſe and revile them; they were alſo led 
leiſurely through the midſt of Bartholomew 
Fair; as they paſſed along, they were enter- 
tain d with Exclamations, Reproaches, Scorns 
and Curſes; and it was a great Providence, 
conſidering the Prejudice which the People 
had to them, that they found no worſe U- 
ſage. Aſter their Confinement, tho' they of- 
ten petitiond to be heard; yet they could 
never obtain either a Tryal or their Liberty. 
They had been a full Vear under Reſtraint in 
other Priſons, when they were at length, Fri. 
day, Auguſt 11. 1643. by order of the Par- 
liament, ſent on board the Ship; the Name 
of which was The proſperous Sailor, then 
lying at Mapping. As they went, ro Bil. 
ling gate to take Water, a F ellow was like to 
have been committed for ſaying that they 
loo d like honeſt Men. But another of the 


true Stamp, looking theſe grave learned Di- 
Q 3 vines 
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vines in the Face, reyiled dem, ſaying. that 
they did not look dike Chriſtians, and pray'd, 
that they might. break\their Necks, as they 
went down the Stuirs to take Water. This 
hard Uſage, they found by Land; but yer 
they found far worſe by Water. Being come 
on Ship · board, they were inſtantly put under 
Hatches, where the Decks were ſo low that 
they could not ſtand upright; and yet were 
denied Stools to ſit on, or ſo much as a Bur- 
then of Straw to lie on. Into this little eaſe; 
in a {mall Ship, they croud no leſs than eigh 
ty (rather fifty eight] Priſoners of Quality; 
and that they might ſtifle one another, | hav- 
ing no more Breath than what they ſuck d from 
one another's Mouth, moſt maliciouſly and 
(certainly) to a murtherous Intent, they ſtop 
up all the ſmall Augurholes, and all other In- 
lets which might relieye them with freſh Air: 
An Act of ſuch horrid Bathariſm, that no Age, 
or Story, or Rebellion can parallel. Whilſt 
Dr. Sterne thus continued in Durance, and if 
my Author does not miſtake the Day, Mar. 13. 
1643. he was by a Warrant from the Earl of 
Mancheſter, ejected from the Maſterſhip, and 
one Mr. 7oung ſubſtituted in his room. Af- 
ter this Dr. Sterne was remoy'd-from the Ship, 
but ſtill kept under Confinement in ſame o- 
* rien * when the bleſſed Martyr

This moſt Reverend Prelate was born at 
Bradford in Torkſhire on the 16" of February 
1644. being the Son of Mr. Thomas Sharp, 
an eminent Tradeſman, deſcended from the 
Sharps of Little Norton, a Family of great 
Antiquity in Bradford Dale. 

b An. 1660. Apr. 26. he was admitted of 
Chriſt's College in Cambridge, being then a- 
bout 15 Years of Age: And in 1663. Dec. 26. 
he commenced Bachelor of Arts, having per- 
formed his Exerciſe and Examination with 
good Reputation, tho he had laboured un- 
der great Infirmities both of Body and Mind, 
moſt part of the time baving been afflicted

About 1664. he moſt earneſtly deſired a 
Fellowſhip of that College, but, his County 
being full, he was expreſſly excluded by the 
Statutes, tho' the Maſter and all the Fellows 
were equally deſirous he ſhould be ſo, as ap- 
pear'd by their unanimouſly offering him a 
Fellowſhip ſome time after.
